FIRST  DAY— THURSDAY,  NOVEMBER  3,  1949 

MORNING  SESSION 

OPENING:  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
convened  in  its  11th  session  (82nd  session  since  organization)  at 
Wilton  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  at  9:00  o'clock, 
November  3,  1949,  with  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks,  resident  Bishop 
of  the  New  Orleans  Area,  presiding. 

DEVOTIONS  were  led  by  N.  P.  Perry:  Hymn  4;  Scripture,  Psalms  19; 
Hymn  23.  Bishop  Brooks  led  the  Conference  in  a  brief  song  period, 
singing  Hymns  144  and  179. 

BISHOP  BROOKS  complimented  the  members,  pastor  and  friends  of 
Wilton  Church  on  their  splendid  accomplishment  in  building  the 
new  church  and  for  other  things  which  have  been  done  by  the  church 
membership  and  friends  of  the  church. 

ROLL  CALL:  Bishop  Brooks  requested  the  Conference  secretary  to  call 
the  Conference  roll.  The  roll  of  ministers  and  laymen  was  called. 
(See  report).  Absent:  J.  C.  Bibbons,  B.  J.  Hurd,  J.  C.  Williams  and 
A.  G.  Spears. 

OFFICIAL  GUIDE:  On  motion  of  Garfield  Robinson,  the  printed  pro- 
gram, was  adopted  as  the  Official  Guide  with  necessary  corrections 
if  any. 

COMMITTEE  ON  JOURNAL:  On  motion  of  W.  W.  Sartor,  the  Bishop 
was  requested  to  name  a  Committee  on  Journal.  Bishop  Brooks  an- 
nounced that  he  would  confer  with  the  cabinet  and  then  name  the 
committee. 

LEGAL  LIMITS:  On  motion  of  W.  W.  Sartor,  the  legal  limits  of  the 
Conference  were  extended  to  the  thirteenth  row  of  seats.  This  mo- 
tion, amended  by  E.  A.  Mays,  changed  the  legal  limits  to  extend  to 
the  tenth  seat.  The  amendment  was  accepted  and  carried.

QUESTION  6:  (See  reports). 

Bishop  Brooks  requested  the  district  superintendents  to  make  their  re- 
ports. Before  the  report  was  read,  the  district  superintendents  were 
requested  to  stand  and  the  Conference  passed  upon  their  characters. 
0.  C.  Daigle  made  the  report  for  the  district  superintendents.  Gar- 
field Robinson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion  car- 
ried. E.  A.  Mays  spoke  commendably  of  the  work  of  W.  M.  Cald- 
well, District  Superintendent  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  who,  in 
spite  of  ill  health,  had  continued  to  carry  on  the  work  of  his  dis- 
trict. Bishop  Brooks  suggested  that  the  report  be  given  the  secre- 
tary for  his  use  and  for  the  use  of  the  committees.  The  Bishop  also 
suggested  that  the  district  superintendents  exchange  with  other 
superintendents  in  the  New  Orleans  Area  the  material  contained  in 
the  report.

Martin,  postmaster;  W.  W.  Sartor,  chairman  of  Committee  on 
Courtesies  and  Privileges  with  authority  to  choose  his   associates. 

RESOLUTIONS:  The  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  named:  R.  W. 
Calvin,  chairman.  He  was  given  the  privilege  of  choosing  Ms  as- 
sociates.

W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.,  stated  that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  had  been 
away  most  of  the  year,  therefore  the  Committee  had  been  unable 
to  meet.  He  moved  that  the  Committee  be  continued  and  that  the 
study  by  the  Committee  be  made  during  the  ensuing  conference 
year.

In  discussion  of  unreadi- 
ness, Arthur  Robinson  suggested  that  Dr.  M.  S.  Davage  could  give 
all  the  information  needed  on  this  matter.  Dr.  Davage  agreed  to 
give  any  information  to  the  conference  and  stated  that  the  gift  was 
given  for  the  use  of  secondary  education  for  Negroes  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  and  is  being  administered  by  the  Board  of  Education  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  and  at  such  time  as  the  Board  decides,  these 
funds  will  be  used  for  secondary  education  for  Negroes  in  Louisi- 
ana. In  direct  answer  to  a  question,  Dr.  Davage  stated  that  Gilbert 
Academy  was  not  at  any  time  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference. 

C.  O.  Greene  made  a  substitute  motion,  that  this  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Advisory  Committee  of  record,  namely,  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee of  Gilbert  Academy  as  found  in  the  1948  Official  Journal,  and 
to  the  Conference  Board  of  Education.  After  further  discussion :■  the 
previous  question  was  called  and  the  substitute  motion  prevailed.

E.  A.  Mays  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  (See  report).  Dr.  Davage 
spoke  regarding  the  report  of  the  Committee  and  cleared  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  relation  of  the  conference  to  old  New 
Orleans  College  and  later  Gilbert  Academy.  He  explained  in  detail 
the  sale  of  the  Gilbert  Academy  property.

A  motion  was 
made  by  W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.,  to  reconsider  and  rescind  the  action  of 
the  Conference  in  abandoning-  Peoples  Church.  The  motion  was 
sustained.  W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.,  then  read  a  resolution  pertaining  to 
Peoples  Church.  (See  resolution.)  W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.,  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution.  W.  S.  Chinn  spoke  on  the  resolution  and 
gave  his  account  of  his  connection  with  Peoples  Church  during  the 
past  year  as  pastor.  The  motion  was  put,  and  on  a  counted  vote,  the 
result  was  121  ayes;  1  nay;  not  voting,  0.  W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.,  read  a 
statement  recommending  certain  changes  at  Peoples  Church.  (See 
statement).

CALL  TO  WORSHIP:  The  morning  service  opened  at  10:00  o'clock  with 
S.  C.  Walker  presiding.  The  opening  Hymn  was  announced,  Number 
279.  N.  H.  Baker  offered  the  prayer.  An  anthem  was  rendered  by 
the  combined  choirs  of  Wilton,  Newman  and  Pineville  Methodist 
Churches.  T.  R.  W.  Harris  read  the  Scripture  lesson.  The  choir  then 
rendered  the  selection  "Better  Be  Ready." 
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BISHOP  BROOKS  commended  E.  L.  Jackson  and  presented  to  him  a 
lapel  button  from  the  Board  of  Pensions  for  years  of  service,  also 
certificate  of  retirement.  Dr.  T.  B.  Echols  of  the  Board  of  Pen- 
sions, was  presented  by  Bishop  Brooks  and  spoke  of  the  great 
privilege  to  serve,  and  after  service  to  receive  the  award  of  dis- 
tinction as  a  retired  minister.

RESOLUTIONS  TO  REINSTATE  THE  PEOPLE'S  CHURCH 

Whereas,  a  set  of  resolutions  were  considered  and  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
Central  Jurisdiction,  which  in  consideration  of  Paragraph  255  of  the  1948 
Discipline,  abandoned  the  People's  Methodist  Church,  2009  Loyola  Ave., 
New  Orleans,  La.,  and 

Whereas,  during-  the  year,  a  certain  committee,  which  might  be  re- 
ferred to  as  a  "Fact  Finding"  committee,  which  committee  has  made  con- 
tact with  certain  leaders  of  the  congregation,  at  different  times,  and 
this  committee  discovers  a  very  definite  sentiment  to  return  to  the 
affiliation  of  the  people  called  Methodists,  if  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference w^ould  rescind  its  action  as  of  last  year,  and  if  properly  guided, 
will  become  reconciled  to  the  program  of  Methodism  and  do  a  con- 
structive piece  of  work  in  the  days  which  lie  ahead,  since  many  of  them 
came  out  of  Methodist  families  and  backgrounds,  and 

Whereas,  we  have  been  able  to  trace  the  trouble  to  its  source, 
namely,  that  of  a  rental  for  the  use  of  certain  space  of  the  property  for 
a  Day  Nursery,  rent  free,  which  rental  in  the  early  days  went  to  secure 
a  place  in  which  the  minister  would  live  as  a  parsonage.  When  the 
Nursery  was  first  started  there,  $50.00  a  month  was  allowed,  from  the 
People's  Community  Center  Budget,  with  which  to  rent  quarters  for  the 
Pastor,  In  recent  years  this  was  discontinued,  and  much  trouble  has 
ensued,  since  the  people  had  to  pay  for  the  property  and  at  the  same 
time  rent  quarters  for  the  Pastor,  therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

That,  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  does  hereby  rescind  the 
action  taken  last  year,  with  respect  to  the  People's  Methodist  Church, 
and  thus  restore  the  congregation  to  its  former  status  as  a  unit  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  By  this  action  is  meant  that  the  con- 
gregation will  be  restored  just  as  it  was  one  year  ago.  It  is  further 
understood  that  those  holding  office  in  that  church,  at  the  time,  either 
as  local  officers,  or  the  Lay  Member  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the 
same  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  confirmed 
by  a  Quarterly  Conference,  according  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  governing  such  matters. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  LOCAL  CHURCH  AND  CENTER 

1.  That  since  officers  in  a  Methodist  Church  are  elected  and  con- 
firmed by  a  Quarterly  Conference,  and  in  as  much  as  no  such  confer- 
ence has  been  held  in  which  to  elect  the  officers  for  the  ensuing-  year, 
that  the  Pastor,  hold  or  cause  to  be  held  a  Quarterly  at  such  time  as  he 
deems  fitting-  immediately  after  conference. 

2.  We  ask  the  Resident  Bishop  to  instruct  the  District  Superin- 
tendents, to  make  a  study  of  the  existing  Charters,  with  a  view  to 
having-  the  same  examined,  by  competent  and  experienced  corporation 
lawyers,  and  bring  all  charters  up  to  date,  and  thus  have  them  conform 
with  the  Methodist  Church,  as  it  now  exists  since  Unification,  since  in 
Section  V  of  the  Declaration  of  Union,  the  Methodist  Church  is  declared 
to  be  the  Ecclesiastical  and  lawful  successors  of  the  three  uniting 
Churches,  in  and  through  which  the  three  churches  as  one  United 
Church  shall  continue  to  live  and  have  their  existence,  continue  their 
institutions  and  hold  and  enjoy  their  property,"  etc.  And  that  these 
District  Superintendents,  in  their  several  Quarterly  Conferences  during 
the  year,  make  this  study,  and  report  to  the  Annual  Conference  Board 
of  Trustees,  so  that  they  will  be  in  position  to  make  a  report  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Annual   Conference. 

3.  Because  of  the  importance  of  this  matter  in  question,  and  be- 
cause to  have  such  matters  looked  into  properly,  requires  some  expense 
to  cover  Attorney  Fees,  etc.,  that  in  event  that  there  are  expenses  to 
be  incurred  in  these  matters,  that  the  Trustees  make  the  same  known 
to  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
next  year,  and  the  same  be  written  into  the  Budget. 

4  Since  the  situation  at  People's  Church  requires  careful  and 
sober  judgment  during  the  coming  year,  that  we  ask  the  Bishop  and 
Cabinet  at  sending  to  People's  Church,  one  who  is  experienced,  and  one 
who  has  exhibited  leadership  of  high  quality,  so  as  to  realign  that  con- 
gregation to  the  philosophy  of  Methodism  as  was  true  in  former  days. 

5.  And  further,  it  is  the  understanding*  that  any  person  or  persons 
who  have  joined  said  church  during  the  year,  when  it  was  not  in  the 
Methodist  family,  such  persons  shall  be  read  into  full  membership  at 
such  time  as  the  Pastor  sees  fit.  This  also  holds  true  in  the  case  of 
persons  coming  in  from  other  denominations.  The  pastor,  of  course,  will 
use  the  Ritual  in  the  Discipline,  set  up  for  such  solemn  ceremonies.  This 
will  insure  all  newcomers  that  they  are  REAL  Methodists  along  with 
the  other  8,500,000  people  called  Methodist. 

6.  In  order  that  there  shall  be  no  further  occasion  for  the  situ- 
that  we  recommend  to  the  Trustees  of  People's  Community  Center,  which 
is  now  a  separate  body,  to  pay  to  the  People's  Methodist  Church  $50.00 
per  month,  which  shall  be  used  to  pay  rent  for  the  pastor  in  charge,  who 
shall  receive  same.

REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS 


Baton  Rouge  District 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  by  the  laymen  toward  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  District  Residence  in  Baton  Rouge,  La. 

The  pastor  and  members  Nof  the  St.  Mark  Congregation  are  raising 
funds  for  the  erection  of  the  Greater  St.  Mark. 

The  Camphor  membership  in  Scotlandville  is  contemplating  the 
erection  of  a  fifty  thousand  dollar  church  edifice  which  will  serve  as  a 
connection  between  the  Great  Southern  University  and  the  rapidly 
expanding  community. 

Nearly  every  pastor  on  the  district  discharged  his  full  duty  in 
regard  to  his  Benevolence  quota  which  enabled  the  district  to  go  over 
the  top.  For  this  the  superintendent  is  \ery  thankful. 

Dedication  week  was  observed  from  March  13  to  20.  More  than  8219 
was  collected  from  the  district  and  reported. 

A  Methodist  Federation  for  Social  Action  rally  was  held  at  St.  Mark 
Church  April  5,  at  which  $750.00  was  raised.  The  meeting  was  presided 
over  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Mays  and  high  lighted  by  the  presence  and  addresses 
of  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks  and  the  National  Executive  Secretary,  Doctor 
Jack  McMicheal  of  New  York  City. 

The  Central  Christian  Advocate  contest  was  held  May  5,  at  Cam- 
phor Memorial  Church  in  Scotlandville,  La.,  at  which  800  new  and  re- 
newal subscriptions  wrere  reported. 

The  following  new  church  buildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection: 
St.  Paul  and  Mt.  Zion  on  the  Clinton  Ct.,  Lejune  at  Lobdell,  La.,  Roberts 
Chapel  at  Denham  Springs,  La.,  and  Wesley  Chapel  at  Wilson,  La. 

The  Neely  Congregation,  which  is  served  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Calvin  de- 
serves special  mention  because  it  is  meeting  the  spiritual  needs  of  the 
densely  populated  section  of  the  community  in  which  it  is  located. 

The  above  report  only  mentions  a  few  on  the  splendid  accomplish- 
ments of  the  fine  men  and  women  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District. 


Franklin  District 

W.  C.  Haywood,  District  Superintendent 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference: 
I  submit  this,  my  fifth  report  for  the  Franklin  District. 
There  is  a  membership  of  2,000,  and  all  claims  are  raised  in  full. 

We  have  had  splendid  cooperation  on  the  district.  The  grim  hand  of 
death  has  taken  two  ministers,  Rev.  H,  L.  Clark,  pastor  of  the  Houma 
Ct.,  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Johnson,  pastor  of  the  Franklin  Ct.  Each  had  a  great 
future. 

There  was  held  in  the  district  one  District  Conference  at  St.  Martin- 
ville,  La.,  several  daily  Bible  schools,  two  meetings  of  the  WSCS,  led  by 
Miss  T.  Hoover,  which  were  very  well  attended.  The  Advance  has  been 
puished  forward  in  a  very  fine  way  by  the  district  superintendent. 
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Charges 

Baldwin  Ct. — L.  A.  Lester,  pastor.  There  has  been  a  new  church 
constructed  at  Charenton  with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension.  The  church  is  completed. 

Franklin  Ct.— J.  R.  Johnson  was  the  pastor.  He  was  doing  very  well 
until  he  lost  his  health.  He  died  and  N.  P.  Perry  was  placed  in  charge  to 
carry  on  the  work  and  he  is  doing  fine.  All  claims  will  be  paid. 

Houma  Ct. — H.  L.  Clark  was  the  pastor.  Bro.  Clark  went  to  this 
charge  in  very  poor  health.  He  did  the  best  he  could  under  circum- 
stances. H.  L.  Ryans,  a  supply,  is  in  charge.  Some  repairs  have  been 
made  on  the  church  at  Houma,  and  new  pews  have  been  purphased  and 
paid  for  at  the  church  at  Beattieville  amounting  to  $400.00. 

Hahnville — L.  A  .Williams  is  supplying  at  this  point. 

eJanerette  Ct. — P.  M.  Jones  is  pastor.  This  is  his  fifth  year.  All 
claims  have  been  raised  in  full,  members  added  to  the  church  and  some 
very  fine  repairs  made  to  the  church  and  parsonage. 

LaPlace — 0.  D.  Rainey  is  pastor.  He  has  had  a  very  good  year. 

Lutcher  Ct. — E.  L.  Berry  is  the  pastor.  Improvements  have  been 
made  on  the  church  and  members  added. 

Morgan  City — W.  C.  Haywood  is  the  pastor.  All  claims  paid  in  full, 
members  added  to  the  church. 

Berwick — Haywood  is  also  pastor.  All  claims  have  been  paid  in  full 
and  members  added  to  this  church;  also  the  pavement  debt  of  $700.00 
has  been  paid  in  full  and  a  beautiful  new  lighting  system  has  been  in- 
stalled and  paid  for  in  full  amounting  to  $300. 

Napoleonville  Ct. — V.  S.  Byonne  is  the  pastor.  He  has  done  a  good 
job  at  this  place.  The  churches  are  well  organized  and  members  have 
been  added. 

New  Iberia — L.  H.  P.  Norris  is  the  pastor.  He  is  a  good  pastor. 
Some  improvements  have  been  made,  rest  rooms  built,  church  painted 
and  members  added. 

Olivia  Ct. — B.  J.  Hurd  is  the  pastor.  The  work  here  is  going  on  in 
a  very  fine  way. 

St.  Martinville  Ct. — J.  S.  Dickson  is  the  proud  pastor.  This  is  a 
very  fine  field  for  improvement  and  the  Advance  is  planning  to  help  in 
the  development  of  this  work.  Bro.  Dickson  is  doing  a  very  fine  job. 

St.  Peter  Ct. — S.  J.  Thomas  is  the  pastor.  Bro.  Thomas  has  been 
in  bad  health,  but  he  has  gone  forward  in  a  fine  way.  All  claims  paid 
and  both  churches  are  advancing. 

Thibodaux  Ct. — F.  R.  Butler  is  the  pastor.  He  is  not  in  perfect 
health,  but  he  has  gone  forward  very  nicely. 

Union — Miller  Poledore  is  pastor.  He  is  doing  very  well. 

Woodlawn — Garfield  Robinson  is  the  pastor.  He  has  done  well  and 
desires  a  better  field. 

Lake  Charles  District 

S.  C.  Walker,  District  Superintendent 

The  Lake  Charles  District  occupies  a  unique  position  in  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  in  that  it  is  situated  in  the  hub  of  the^  state.  Centrally 
located,  it  embraces  twelve  parishes.  Althought  it  has  a  large  area,  the 
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church  membership  is  small.  There  are  six  major  charges  and  fifteen 
minor  charges  with  a  membership  of  less  than  2,500  active  members 
and  a  total  number  of  3,500  active  and  inactive  members.  Notwith- 
standing this  small  membership,  the  District  is  advancing  in  the  great 
Advance  program  of  the  church. 

The  completion  of  the  building  of  this  church  in  which  the  1949 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  is  being  held  marks  a  beginning  of  the 
Advance  program  which  is  being  projected  by  the  executive  head  of  the 
New  Orleans  area  assisted  by  the  other  outstanding  members  of  the 
conference  board.  We  have  a  great  Bishop  in  Bishop  Robert  N  .Brooks. 
This  conference  of  1949  will  not  only  be  a  memorial  for  coming  gen- 
erations, but  this  church  will  also  be  a  monument  to  this  administration 
as  long  as  this  conference  exists,  for  it  is  through  the  direct  efforts  of 
the  Biship,  District  Superintendent,  pastor  and  the  small  loyal  member- 
ship that  this  fine  church  has  become  a  reality.  Today  Wilton,  the 
little  Mission,  has  become  a  major  appointment  in  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference. 

Church  Property 

Our  church  buildings  and  equipments  are  being  considered  and 
provided  for  today  as  never  before  in  the  history  of  the  Lake  Charles 
District.  Every  pastor  is  striving  hard  to  put  his  church  in  first  class 
physical  condition.  Welsh  church,  with  its  beautiful  lawn  and  small 
refectory,  gives  a  fine  setting  to  the  community.  Much  credit  should  be 
given  to  the  pastor,  to  Mr.  Cosmy  Richmond,  and  this  loyal  membership. 

Pastors'  Achievements 

Almost  all  ot  the  pastors  of  the  Lake  Charles  District  have  made  a 
round  report.  These  loyal  ministers  and  their  members  are  thoroughly 
in  accord  with  the  progressive  program  of  our  great  Methodist  church. 
There  are  some  outstanding  achievements  on  the  district  this  year 
which  deserve  mention.  They  are  as  follows: 

Bunkie  Circuit — Brother  E.  L.  Jackson  was  placed  here  as  the 
pastor.  Brother  Jackson  started  out  in  a  very  fine  way.  The  parsonage, 
which  was  unfit  for  anyone  to  live  in,  was  rebuilt  at  a  very  small  sum. 
On  Christmas  Brother  Jackson  and  his  good  wife  moved  into  the 
parsonage  without  adequate  heating  facilities.  Mrs.  oJackson  contracted 
a  cold  and  was  rushed  to  the  hospital  where  after  a  few  days  she 
passed  away.  Brother  Jackson,  because  of  the  death  of  his  wife  and  son, 
became  severely  ill  himself  and  the  very  fine  work  which  he  had  begun 
was  interrupted.  Rev.  Jackson  is  asking  to  be  placed  on  the  retired  list 
at  this  conference. 

Leesville — The  pastor  and  members  at  Leesville  have  succeeded  in 
putting  a  new  roof  on  the  church.  This  is  a  very  fine  achievement. 

Booneville — Our  people  at  Booneville  Wesley  church  have  done  well 
under  great  odds.  The  church  which  was  burned  two  years  ago  is  at  last 
being  built,  and  with  no  set  back  these  loyal  people  will  soon  have  a 
very  nice  church  suitable  for  their  needs.  The  building  is  very  nearly 
completed. 

Boyce — Through  the  efforts  of  the  trustees  and  pastor,  a  new  roof 
has  been  placed  upon  the  parsonage  at  Boyce.  New  windows  have  re- 
placed the  old  broken  window  panes  and  the  attendance  at  public  wor- 
ship has  been  increased. 

Lake  Charles — The  wor  kat  Warren  church  is  going  forward  in  a 
victorious  marching  order.  The  Rev.  G.  C.  Hayward  has  done  a  most 
outstanding  job  here.  Within  five  years  he  has  paid  the  heavily  bur- 
dened church  out  of  debt,  installed  a  new  heating  system  with  modern 
colonial  pews  at  a  cost  of  about  five  thousand  dollars.   This  new  ad- 
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dilion  of  beautiful  church   pews  made  the  auditorium  a  real  sanctuary 
and  provides  a  fine  atmosphere  for  spiritual  worship. 

Wilton — The  most  outstanding-  achievement  on  the  district  is  the  com- 
pletion of  this  church.  The  pastor  and  members  of  Wilton  deserve  special 
credit  for  their  fine  work. 

Institutes 

The  program  of  Christian  Education  has  been  emphasized  this  year 
in  five  large  institutes.  These  successful  educational  conferences  were 
held  at  Uineville,  Wilton,  Lafayette,  Opelousas,  and  Lake  Charles.  These 
training-  conferences  are  gaing  much  ground  everywhere  and  are  cal- 
culated to  make  the  type  of  Christian  membership  for  our  local  churches 
for  which  the  Advance  Faith  is  calling. 

New  Orleans  District

The  total  quota  allotted  to  the 
New  Orleans  District  for  Conference  Budget  and  Benevolences  has  been 
raised  and  reported  to  the  conference  treasurer  in  full.  Good  reports  of 
the  pastors  of  the  District  will  be  forthcoming  at  this  conference.  This 
conference  year,  there  has  been  conducted  in  the  District  a  very  suc- 
cessful District  Conference,  held  at  Franklinton,  La.  Also  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans  there  has  been  conducted  very  successfully  a  District  va- 
cation church  school  institute,  an  institute  on  alcohol  and  health  and  a 
conference  on  family  life.

There  has  been  completed  one  new  parsonage  at  St.  James,  Mon- 
roe, and  a  new  roof  put  on  the  church.  Rev.  Wallace  is  doing  a  great 
work  here  at  St.  James.  St.  James,  Shreveport,  has  purchased  six  new 
lots  at  a  cost  of  $6,000  for  a  greater  St.  James  church,  and  paid  on  same 
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$5,000.  Plans  are  now  being  made  to  build  a  great  community  church  in 
the  next  two  years.  Rev.  Calvin  is  the  hard  working  pastor  here.  His 
return  is  asked  for. 

St.  Paul,  Shreveport,  church  has  been  renovated  inside  at  a  cost  of 
$2,000.  The  interest  on  the  church  debt  has  been  kept  up  to  date.  The 
parsonage  debt  of  $5,000  has  been  paid  down  to  $2,000  and  the  church 
is  going  forward  in  a  great  way  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  David. 

Fairfield,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  N.  H.  Baker,  has  been  re- 
paired and  beautified,  and  the  members  are  now  preparing  to  build  a 
new  parsonage.  Rev.  Baker's  return  is  asked  for. 

Plans  have  been  laid  to  build  and  complete  three  new  churches  on 
the  District  in  the  new  conference  year  as  follows:  Mt.  Olive  Bastrop, 
Rev.  Davidson  has  in  bank  $8,000  for  the  new  church.  Rev.  Wl  H.  Young 
will  finish  the  church  at  Mt.  Nebo  and  the  newly  organized  church  at 
Bayou  See  is  planning  to  build  a  new  church  here.  At  this  place  this 
little  church  was  organized  this  year.  I  have  had  the  cooperation  of  every 
pastor,  all  claims  for  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences  raised 
in  full  and  then  some,  all  askings  raised  in  full  and  every  pastor  is 
girding  himself  to  put  over  a  great  program  and  work  for  the  Advance 
for  Christ  and  His  Church, 

Wesley  Mansfield  and  Shadygrove  are  going  forward  in  a  great  way 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown.  A  new  educational  building 
and  the  remodeling  of  the  church  at  Mansfield  has  been  worked  out  for 
the  new  Conference  year.

BOARD  OF   EVANGELISM 

"And  he  brought  him  to  Jesus." 

Bishop  and  Brothers: 

If  we  make  the  text  "and  he  brought  him  to  Jesus"  a  reality  during 
the  coming  year  of  the  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  Methodism 
will  keep  pace  and  in  all  probability  outstrip  our  sister  churches.  Each 
minister,  layman  and  youth,  by  bringing  one  person  to  Jesus,  would  set 
the  spark  for  a  tremendous  religious  revival  in  this  conference  of  ours. 

To  bring  men  to  Jesus  one  must  have  a  Christian  experience,  a  warm 
heart,  a  love  for  the  worth  of  the  individual  and  a  realization  that  shar- 
ing the  Christian  Gospel  is  a  prime  imperative.  Our  congregation  mus 
make  it  a  precedent  to  desire  new  members,  seek  new  members,  and 
receive  most  warmly  new  members. 

The  gains  of  the  past  year  are  not  truly  representative  of  the  high- 
est interests  in  the  evangelization  of  the  people  in  our  church  com- 
munities. The  people  are  there;  we  must  get  them! 

We   recommend: 

(1)  Each  church  set  a  goal  of  at  least  10%  increase  in  membership 
during  this  conference  year. 

(2)  A  stronger  note  of  evangelism  in  our  local  church  schools, 
youth  fellowships,  district  and  subdistrict  youth  meetings,  and  summer 
youth  camps. 

(3)  Great  emphasis  on  the  Christian  Family  movement. 

(4)  Spiritual  life  retreats  for  pastors  and  laymen,  and  for  youth. 

(5)  Preaching  Missions  and  Visitation  Evangelism  in  every 
church. 

(6)  More  careful  training  and  spiritual  preparation  for  both 
youth  and  adults  before  receiving  them  into  the  membership  of  the 
church. 

(7)  Sunday  evening  evangelistic  services  and  mid-week  prayer 
fellowships  in  local  churches. 

(8)  Special  days  and  seasons,  such  as  Lent,  Easter,  National 
Family  Week,  Decision  Day,  Pentecost,  Aldersgate  and  World-Wide 
Communion  Sundays,  observed  with  special  evangelistic  emphasis. 

(9)  Reformation  Sunday  observed  (in  union  meetings  with  church- 
es of  other  denominations,  is  possible)  to  make  for  better  understanding 
and  a  more  united  Protestantism. 

(10)  District  secretaries  of  Evangelism  organized  for  more  in- 
tensive evangelistic  efforts  on  district  and  subdistrict  basis. 

(11)  Greater  use  made  of  the  radio  for  evangelistic  purposes. 

(12)  "Shepherds,"  the  magazine  which  the  general  board  sends 
to  all  pastors  every  month,  read  carefully  so  that  our  pastors  and 
churches  can  keep  informed,  and  in  step,  with  the  great  ongoing 
program  of  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church.

Report  No.  1 

At  the  request  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Education, 
for  information  concerning-  the  Gilbert  Endowment  Fund,  M.  S.  Davage, 
secretary  of  the  Department  of  Higher  Education  for  Negroes  of  ihe 
Methodist  Board  of  Education,  made  the  following  statement: 

The  Gilbert  Endowment  Fund  is  now  being  administered  and  has 
always  been  administered  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist 
church  or  by  former  educational  boards  of  the  church  of  which  it  is  the 
legal  successor. 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  nowhere  named  in  the  terms 
of  the  gift  as  a  trustee  of  the  fund.  Therefore,  the  Louisiana  Conference 
is  not  now  and  never  has  been  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  ad- 
ministering this  fund. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church,  holding  millions 
of  dollars  of  similar  funds,  can  be  trusted  to  administer  this  fund  with 
unfailing  fidelity  and  to  keep  faith  with  the  donors  whose  purpose  was 
to  improve  secondary  educational  facilities  for  the  Negro  youth  of 
Louisiana. 

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  LAY  LEADER 

To  Bishop  Brooks,  the  ministers  and  laymen  of  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church: 

We  are  grateful  to  Bishop  Brooks  for  this  opportunity  to  present  our 
concept  of  the  laymen's  movement  which  is  fast  taking  form  in  the 
prosecution  of  lay  activities  in  our  churches  throughout  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  For  this  new  venture,  we  promise  that  we  shall  work 
faithfully  to  arrive  at  all  of  our  goals;  we  shall  endeavor  as  charge  lay 
leaders,  District  and  Conference  lay  leaders,  to  make  the  Louisiana 
Conference  the  most  outstanding  one  of  the  New  Orleans  Area.  Through 
the  inspiration  of  the  leadership  of  our  bishop,  and  by  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  we  shall  continue  to  go  forward  with  great  earnestness 
in  the  field  of  lay  activities.  I  wish  to  quote  just  here  an  outstanding 
address  made  by  our  beloved  Bishop  some  eight  years  ago  of  which  it  is 
just  as  or  should  I  say,  more  appropriate  now  than  then,  to  the  laymen, 
brothers  and  sisters,  I  wish  you  to  hear  this,  quote:  "We  never  travel 
far  before  we  meet  the  impossible.  We  soon  reach  the  end  of  the  short 
road  of  the  possible  and  there  the  impossible  looms  before  us.  "Stretch 
forth  thy  hand,"  said  the  Master  to  the  impotent  man.  That  was  the 
one  he  couldn't  do,  and  he  was  asked  to  do  it.  Christ  named  his  great 
incapacity  and  demanded  the  impossible.  For  years,  one  end  of  the 
shrunken  shriveled  thing  had  hung  helplessly  at  his  side,  only  a  poor 
mockery  of  a  hand.  But  Jesus  said,  "Stretch  forth  they  hand,  impos- 
sible," but  he  did  it,  and  his  hand  was  made  whole  like  the  other."  I 
exhort  the  laymen  to  emulate  the  epitaph  which  is  found  upon  a 
woman's  grave  in  New  England.  She  hath  done  what  she  couldn't. 
Strange  achievements  lie  behind  that  significant  line.  She  did  the  im- 
possible. Nobody  would  have  dared  to  prescribe  such  things  for  her. 
Nobody  ever  thought  she  could  do  them.  But  she  did  them  quite  nobly. 
In  watching  oft,  long,  night  watching  in  nursing  the  sick;  on  prolonged 
vigils  in  quest  of  God's  lost  children;  on  cold  nights,  and  on  desolate 
wastes,  she  has  "done  what  she  couldn't."  This  should  be  the  layman's 
daily  guide.  What  do  ye  more  than  others?  We  are  not  to  walk  in  the 
average  ranks;  we  are  to  march  in  the  van.  We  are  triumphanty  to 
beat  the  average;  anybody  can  do  the  possible.  We,  as  leaders  in  our 
respective  churches  are  called  to  do  the  impossible.  The  things  we 
cannot  do.  We  are  to  make  a  living  and  at  the  same  time  ennoble  a  life. 
We  are  to  get  on  and  get  up.  We  are  to  be  ambitious  and  aspiring.  We 
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are  to  be  creatures  with  wings.   And  yet  be  the  busiest  folks   on  ihe 
hardest  roads. 

And  harder  things  than  these  we  have  to  do.  We  are  to  go  to  lives 
where  hearts  are  like  flint,  and  melt  them  with  the  ministry  of  light, 
impossible?  Yes,  we  are  to  win  battles  with  no  other  equipment  than 
the  armor  of  light.  Such  is  to  be  the  Christian  laymen's  distinction.  We 
are  to  march  beyond  the  stern  borders  of  the  possible  and  plant  our 
footprints  on  eternal  shores  in  impossible  lands."  (Unquote)  (We,  the 
laymen  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  can  look  forward  to  a  continued 
expansion  of  our  lay  activities  program,  with  Bishop  Brooks  coopera- 
tion, guidance  and  blessing.  And  make  this  Advance  for  Christ  program 
a  huge  success.  The  program  of  lay  activities  in  each  of  our  Districts  "is 
marching  with  our  District,  associate  and  charge  lay  leaders  in  co- 
operation with  their  District  superintendents,  the  loyal  cooperation  of 
the  pastors.  The  Baton  Rouge  District,  under  the  leadership  of  that  very 
loyal  and  lovable  District  lay  leader,  Mr.  L.  M.  Johnson  and  our  very 
agreeable  District  superintendent,  Rev.  W.  M.  Caldwell  and  his  fine 
staff  of  associates,  Mr.  Eugene  Lockhart,  Mrs.  Hulda  Tatum,  Mrs.  G. 
E.  Watkins,  Mrs.  Inez  Chris  cenberry  and  a  very  cooperative  set  of  min- 
isters and  as  loyal  a  set  of  laymen  as  found  any  place,  has  done  big 
things,  notably  a  District  parsonage. 

The  Lake  Charles  District,,  under  the  able  leadership  of  our  ener- 
getic District  lay  leader,  Dr.  O.  V.  Cooper,  who  takes  time  out  for  Che 
work  of  the  Master,  and  his  loyal  associates,  Mr.  George  Cooper  and 
Mr.  Walter  Gowdy,  a  fine  group  of  associate  lay  and  charge  lay  leaders, 
together  with  that  cooperative,  intellectual  giant,  Rev.  S.  C.  Walker, 
the  pastors  and  loyal  laymen.  They  are  stressing  the  "Advance  for 
Christ  and  His  Church." 

The  New  Orleans  District— Here  we  have  Mr.  Oscar  Jamison  as 
District  lay  leader.  The  very  brotherly  and  cooperative,  progressive  Rev. 
T.  R.  W.  Harris,  District  superintendent  cooperating  with  the  associate 
lay  leaders,  Mr.  James  Carney,  Mr.  Edward  Johnson,  Mr.  Johnny 
Davis,  Mr.  John  Edwards  and  an  able  staff  of  charge  lay  leaders  and 
laymen.  The  District  is  showing  progress.  We  can  boast  of  a  most 
modern  District  parsonage  located  in  a  most  desirable  neighborhood  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  consisting  of  eight  large  spacious  rooms,  which 
will  be  modernly  equipped  at  a  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $12,000.00 
all  of  which  is  paid  except  $6,11(3.00.  This  parsonage  is  indeed  a  credit 
to  Methodism  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  It  is  your  conference  lay- 
leader's  conception  of  adequate  support  for  the  ministry. 

The  Franklin  District — Mr.  Scott  Obee  is  the  energetic  District  lay 
leader,  assisted  by  the  ever  faithful  associate  lay  leaders,  Mr.  Adam 
Carlson  and  Mr.  Gus  Barronne,  both  busy  business  men,  but  who  find 
time  for  the  work  of  the  Master.  With  that  spirit  of  cooperation  be- 
tween them,  and  the  affable  District  superintendent,  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Haywood,  and  the  charge  lay  leaders,  and  the  fine  laymen  of  the  Dis- 
trict; The  District  is  small,  but  strong. 

The  Shreveport  District — Here  we  have  Mr.  R.  A.  Thomas  as  Dis- 
trict lay  leader.  The  Rev.  O.  C.  Daigle,  District  superintendent,  has  a 
large  District  with  a  set  of  fine  loyal  associate  District  lay  leaders  and 
charge  lay  leaders  and  laymen  nn  both  ends  of  the  District.  Mrs. 
Hunter  Steptoe  on  the  Bastrop  end  and  Mr.  Walter  Mines  on  the  Mon- 
roe end;  Mr.  Fletcher  Brown  on  the  Shreveport  end.  The  Shreveport 
District  can  also  boast  of  a  District  parsonage,  one  of  the  first  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference;  also  a  conception  of  your  conference  lay  leaders' 
adequate  support  of  the  ministry.  Your  conference  lay  leaders,  with 
cooperation  from  and  with  the  Bishop,  the  District  superintendent,  the 
District  and  associate  charge  lay  leaders;  special  credit  to  the  vice  lay 
leader,  Mr.  James  C.  Carney.  I  have  carried  lay  activities  to  the  smaller 
churches  which  were  in  the   need   of  help   and   information.   We   con-

ducted  a  massive  Layman's  Day  prog-ram  for  the  New  Orleans  District,  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  Wesley  church  on  Laymen's  Day.  Although  we 
had  great  competition,  it  being  carnival  time,  yet  we  had  a  large  crowd. 
We  urge  every  charge  lay  leader,  and  every  pastor  and  lay  members  of 
the  Conference  to  observe  Laymen's  Day  each  year. 

Your  conference  lay  leader  offers  the  following  objectives  to  the 
conference  which  are  as  follows: 

I.  That  we  not  only  have  a  District  parsonage  on  each  District, 
but  that  we  urge  an  Episcopal  residence  on  an  area-wide  basis  for  our 
Bishop. 

II.  That  an  adequate  parsonage  be  provided  for  each  charge  not 
only  in  the  cities  but  every  rural  charge.  Provide  comfortable  parson- 
ages with  modern  conveniences,  such  as  bath  tubs,  hot  water  heaters, 
hot  and  cold  running  water,  refrigerators,  gas  and  electricity.  All/of  this 
is  possible.  In  this,  your  local  charge  lay  leader  should  take  (the  in- 
itiative. 

III.  That  each  charge  or  District  having  monies  on  hand,  invest 
in  some  government  insured  stock  which  pays  not  less  than  3%  interest 
per  annum. 

IV.  That  one  and  only  one  treasurer  handle  all  monies  in  the  local 
churches.  We  are  stressing  upon  the  laymen  of  the  churches  all  over  the 
state;  special  stress  to  the  charge  lay  leaders,  annual  conference  mem- 
bers. District  and  associate  lay  leaders  to  get  solidly  behind  the  Advance 
for  Christ  and  His  Church,  and  the  Lafon  Protestant  Old  Folks  Home 
and  all  the  projects  of  the  conference. 

V.  That  each  charge  see  that  the  pastor  gets  a  vacation  each  year. 

VI.  That  a  budget  be  given  each  congregation  by  the  pastor  and 
the  charge  lay  leader  cooperating.

RESOLUTIONS 

Be  It  Resolved:  That  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  hereby  ac- 
cepts as  its  aim  and  goal  the  ultimate  conversion  of  its  pension  pro- 
g-ram to  that  of  the  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Plan  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  as  described  in  H  1642  to  1657,  Discipline  of  1948;  and, 

I.  That  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  hereby  adopts  as  the 
immediate  objective  and  the  first  step  toward  the  attainment  of  that 
goal  the  Three-Fold  Pension  Plan,  outlined  by  The  Board  of  Pensions, 
as  follows: 

a.  That  the  sum  of  $48,391  be  allocated  to  an  "Initial 
Reserve,"  to  be  used,  principal  and  interest,  over  a  period  of 
approximately  20  years,  to  provide  annually  the  conference 
contribution  of  an  amount  equivalent  to  9%  of  the  "Average 
Salary"  of  the  Conference  (as  defined  in  the  pension  code)  on 
behalf  of  each  and  every  qualified  previous  entrant  and  each  and 
every  qualified  full-time  Accepted  Supply  Pastor. 

b.  That  the  sum  of  $39,829  be  allocated  to  an  "Initial 
Reserve,"  to  be  used,  principal  and  interest,  over  a  period  of 
approximately  36  years,  to  provide  annually  the  conference 
contribution  of  an  amount  equivalent  to  2%  of  the  "Average 
Salary"  of  the  Conference  (as  defined  in  the  pension  code)  on 
behalf  of  each  and  every  qualified  full-time  Accepted  Supply 
Pastor. 

c.  That  the  sum  of  $40,862  be  allocated  to  a  "Distribution 
Reserve  Account"  to  be  used,  principal  and  interest,  over  a 
period  of  approximately  15  years,  to  add  to  the  annuity  provided 
from  funds  currently  available  for  distribution  to  Conference 
Claimants,  an  amount  equivalent  to  $2.00  per  year  of  approved 
service  of  each  retired  minister,  and  $1.40  per  year  of  approved 
service  of  each  widow,  given  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Confer- 
ence. 

II.  That  the  cost  of  the  Three-Fold  Pension  Plan,  in  the  amount  of 
$129,082,  be  provided  as  follows: 

a.  That  the  full  amount  of  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  on  deposit  with  the  Board  of 
Pensions  of  the  Methodicst  Church,  Incorporated  in  Illinois,  as 
of  the  date  of  the  conference  session  of  1953,  be  applied  toward 
the  cost  of  the  Three-Fold  Pension  Plan. 

b.  That  a  campaign  to  secure  the  remainder  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  complete  the  goal  of  $129,082  (which  will 
be  approximately  $90,000  to  $95,000)  is  hereby  authorized  for 
the  three  conference  years  1950-51,  1951-52  and  1952-53. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved:  That  the  resident  bishop  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  fifteen 
members,  comprised  of  ministers  and  laymen,  to  be  known  as  the  Re- 
serve Pension  Fund  Campaign  Committee,  which  shall  be  responsible 
for  launching,  conducting  and  managing  the  aforesaid  Campaign;  that 
the  resident  bishop  be  an  advisory  member  thereof;  that  the  Campaign 
Committee  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  prepare,  in  consultation  with 
the  bishop,  a  specific  program  of  campaign  procedure,  the  details  of 
which  shall  be  presented  to  the  1950  session  of  the  conference  for  ap- 
proval and  adoption. 

III.  That  all  funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  received  from 
bequests,  wills,  estates  or  other  gifts  for  the  Pension  Funds  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  shall  be  allocated  to  the  Three-Fold  Pension  Pro- 
gram of  the  Conference  as  the  Conference  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 
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LAFON  OLD  FOLKS  HOME 

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

November  2,  1949 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference: 

This  is  your  superintendent's  fifth  annual  report.  Each  of  the 
other  four  has  carried  suggestions  for  a  new  building,  whereas  this  one 
shows  the  construction  of  the  home  completed  and  occupied. 

Probably  the  most  neglected  group  of  our  population  is  the  aged. 
While  more  and  more  attention  is  being  given  to  children  and  youths,  it 
is  actually  the  aged  who  are  increasing  in  numbers.  Recent  government 
figures  show  that  there  are  more  than  nine  million  persons  over  sixty- 
five  years  of  age — an  increase  of  above  forty  per  cent  from  1930 
figures,  while  the  increase  in  our  total  population  during  this  period  has 
been  only  seven  and  three-tenths  per  cent. 

The  pressing  question  is  what  to  do  with  these  aged  people  ?  There 
is  no  city  or  other  political  subdivision  in  the  nation  which  has  found  a 
way  to  solve  this  problem.  Each  of  the  forty-eight  states  provides  pen- 
sions for  persons  above  sixty-five  years  of  age.  The  amount  varies  ::n 
the  several  states,  but  a  recent  change  in  the  Social  Security  law  as 
enacted  by  the  Federal  Government,  provides  for  a  minimum  of  $50 
monthly.  This  money  must  be  paid  directly  to  the  individual  and  cannot 
be  paid  to  a  person  residing  in  a  public  institution. 

There  was  a  time  when  old  people  were  taken  "over  the  hill  to  the 
poor  house,"  there  to  be  forgotten,  as  it  was  felt  there  was  only  one 
thing  left  for  the  aged  and  that  was  to  die.  With  the  birth  of  geriatrics, 
the  science  of  the  care  of  the  aged,  we  realized  that  they  should  not  be 
left  to  die  alone  but  that  much  can  be  done  to  make  their  lives  happy 
and,  many  times,  useful.  This  science  has  been  so  well  developed  in  our 
Wesley  Home  in  Chicago  that  the  residents  through  their  efforts  under 
the  guidance  of  the  personnel  of  the  institution,  bring  in  thousands  of 
dollars  each  year  to  the  home. 

It  was  in  recognition  of  a  great  need  of  acceptable  facilities  to  pro- 
vide for  a  few  of  the  aged  that  we  proposed  four  years  ago  the  reloca- 
tion and  rebuilding  of  our  home. 

There  is  no  satisfaction  so  great  as  that  which  one  feels  when  he 
comes  to  the  close  of  hard,  trying  day,  except  perhaps  that  which  he 
feels  as  he  sees  his  dreams  and  ambitions  coming  to  fruition.  Your 
superintendent  has  much  of  this  feeling  now  that  we  have  come  to  the 
completion  of  our  task  of  rebuilding  our  home.  I  hope  that  you  share 
this  joy  with  me. 

What  we  say  here  today  will  soon  be  forgotten,  but  what  we  have 
done  will  stand  for  many  years  as  a  blessing  in  the  lives  of  hundreds 
of  aged  people,  who  without  our  ministration  would  face  a  gloomy,  hope- 
less eventide  of  life.  What  we  have  done  will  "add  life  to  their  years." 

Much  pleasure  comes  to  me  as  I  hear  the  residents'  expressions  of 
delight  over  the  modern  comfortable  living  arrangements  and  other 
facilities  in  the  home. 

Our  new  building  is  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  the  nation  owned  and 
operated  for  and  by  Negroes.  We  have  made  every  effort  to  make  it 
modern  and  complete  in  every  detail. 

The  capacity  of  the  old  building  is  43  persons.  The  new  building  will 
immediately  accommodate  84  persons  and  _  eventually  106.  The  new 
building    has    adequate    kitchen,    bedroom,    dining    room    and    bathroom 
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facilities,  offices,  closets  and  a  chapel  where  200  people  may  be  com- 
fortably seated. 

The  new  building  is  the  lesult  of  four  years  of  study  with  archi- 
tects, the  New  Orleans  Council  of  Social  Agencies,  the  Community 
Chest,  the  Orleans  Parish  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  the  Board  of 
Hospitals  and  Homes  of  The  Methodist  Church,  each  of  whom  has  con- 
tributed much  in  time  and  information.  The  New  Orleans  Council  of 
Social  Agencies  has  recently  sponsored  a  study  of  standards  for  homes 
for  the  aged  which  will,  in  all  probability,  form  the  basis  for  a  law  to 
license  nursing  homes  in  Louisiana.  Your  superintendent  was  a  mem- 
ber of  a  sub-committee  which  drafted  these  standards.  The  several 
features  outlined  in  this  study  are  incorporated  in  your  new  building. 

The  building  is  constructed  of  frame,  brick  and  stucco.  The  floors 
throughout  are  of  asphalt  tile.  The  rooms  are  arranged  to  accommodate 
one  to  four  persons.  And  any  section  of  the  building  is  immediately 
convertible  to  infirmary  purposes.  This  is  a  feature  which  was  lacking 
in  the  old  building  as  we  were  forced  to  keep  the  sick  and  the  well 
together  with  as  many  as  ten  people  in  one  room. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  recently  gave  to  the  home  covers  for  the 
chairs  in  the  lounge  and  solarium  and  a  public  address  system  which 
carries  the  chapel  services  and  programs  to  every  point  in  the  building. 

The  highest  amount  earned  in  the  old  building  was  in  1948  when 
our  earned  receipts  amounted  to  $14,222.75,  wThereas  in  the  new  building 
it  will  be  possible  to  earn  approximately  $50,000  and  upward  per  year. 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  is  granting  the  home  $50  per 
month  for  ambulatory  residents  and  $65  per  month  for  those  who  yieed 
nursing  care.  The  former  rate  was  $35  per  month  for  all  cases. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Meth- 
odist Hospitals  and  Homes  your  superintendent  was  elected  a  vice- 
president  of  the  Association  in  the  Division  of  Homes  for  the  Aged. 
This  is  an  honor  coming  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  to  the  Central 
Jurisdiction  as  this  marks  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Associ- 
ation that  a  Negro  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  executive  body  of 
this  Association.

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ANNUAL    REPORT— PEOPLES   COMMUNITY    CENTER 

New  Orleans,  Louisiana — 1949 

As  we  look  upon  a  suffering  land  our  hearts  should  be  faced  with  the 
challenge  of  the  increasing  complexity  of  living  in  a  city,  the  lack  of  a 
sense  of  security,  the  absence  of  a  feeling  of  belonging,  the  tensions, 
crowding,  poor  housing,  crime,  broken  homes,  lack  of  marriage  and 
other  problems  seem  to  impel  us  at  Peoples  Community  to  seek  to 
expand  and  improve  our  resources,  both  physical  and  spiritual.  This  is 
altogether  fitting  and  proper  in  order  that  an  imprint  might  be  made  on 
those  who  are  living  under  these  adverse  conditions. 

In  this  report  an  attempt  is  made  to  review  briefly  the  purpose,  the 
fucntions  and  practices  of  the  Community  Center.  But  before  the  func- 
tions and  practices  of  the  Center  can  be  discussed  it  is  necessary  to 
mention  the  basic  concepts  v/hich  constitute  the  foundation  of  the 
Agency's  program. 

After  a  careful  survey  the  Center  was  organized  in  1922  as  a 
character  building  institution  to  serve  the  many  needs  and  has  operated 
under  strictly  supervised  guidance,  located  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
with  an  interracial  board  of  directors,  a  small  staff  and  the  following 
activities:  day  nursery,  kindergarten,  clinic  and  clubs. 

The  first  major  function  of  our  Center  is  to  find  out  through 
careful  observation  and  close  relationship  with  people  in  a  specific  area 
their  needs,  problems,  aspirations,  and  hopes  and  then  through  sound 
organization  to  work  with  them  toward  building  a  better  community. 

Our  institution  provides  an  opportunity  for  people  of  the  community 
to  get  acquainted,  to  like  one  another  and  to  work  together  for  the  good 
of  all.  One  of  its  primary  functions  is  to  render  child  care  service  to 
employed  parents  through: 

1.  Counselling:  The  social  worker  helps  the  individual  to  recognize 
his  needs  and  problems,  to  use  the  staff  and  Center  and  to  meet  his 
needs  in  so  far  as  is  possible  with  the  present  equipment.  2.  Education 
and  Recreation:  Classes  are  conducted  for  parent  education  in  child  care 
problems.  Directed  play  periods  are  held  daily,  and  nursery  school,  kin- 
dergarten and  opportunity  classes.  3.  Day  Nursery:  Children  get  three 
wholesome  meals  per  day  and  motherly  and  fatherly  care.  4.  Health 
Clinics:  When  mothers  bring  their  children  for  medical  care  and  parent 
education  and  5.  Week  Day  Religious  Education. 

Notwithstanding  unusual  conditions  and  many  serious  handicaps, 
especially  the  lack  of  adequate  facilities  for  operation,  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  our  service  has  not  lagged  during  this  outstanding  period  of 
great  disturbance.  Our  institution  has  carried  on  bravely  and  courage- 
ously, although  the  increased  cost  of  commodities,  professional  services, 
labor  and  repairs  have  greatly  added  to  necessary  expenditures  and 
demanded  sacrifices. 

Plans  are  underway  for  the  building  of  the  entire  plant  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  day.  The  program  has  long  outgrown  the  present  building. 
We  are  crowded  in  every  department.  We  had  to  turn  down  over  fifty 
pupils  this  year  because  of  the  lack  of  space  and  accommodations.  One 
hundred  children  enrolled  in  our  classes.  Fifty-eight  enrolled  in  day 
nursery.  Serving  this  large  number  in  shifts  in  the  small  dining  room  is 
quite  a  problem,  as  well  as  not  having  a  gymnasium  for  play,  neither 
playground  equipment,  nor  an  auditorium  for  plays,  religious  services, 
gatherings,  etc. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  Bishop  Robert  Na- 
thaniel Brooks  for  his  continued  interest  and  guidance,  also^  to  various 
conferences   of  Methodism  for  such  an  abundance   of  supplies  in  cash 
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and  materials.  Especially  do  we  mention  the  Louisiana  Conference,  che 
New  Orleans  District  and  our  District  superintendent. 

Thanks  to  the  board  of  directors,  the  board  of  missions,  -.he 
women's  division,  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild  of  the  South  Central  and  Central  Jurisdiction,  the 
Community  Chest,  and  the  churches  of  the  said  jurisdictions  in  the  city 
of  New  Orleans  for  their  increasing  interest  in  this  serviceable  piece  of 
religious  and  social  work. 

What  you  have  done  for  the  children  has  been  well  spent,  for  I  feel 
that  the  Kingdom  of  God  will  come  on  earth  soon  if  we  put  our  best  in 
our  children.

ANNUAL   REPORT  OF   THE   BOARD   OF   EDUCATION 
TO  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 

November,  1949 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Members  of  the  Conference: 

Your  board  of  education  takes  this  opportunity  to  give  an  account 
of  its  stewardship  for  the  conference  year  1948-1949.  We  are  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  during  this  quadrennium  the  promotion  of  Christian 
education  in  the  conference  is  a  responsibility  of  high  trust.  Therefore, 
we  are  extremely  grateful  for  your  belief  in  our  honor  and  ability  by 
entrusting  us  with  this  very  vital  phase  of  the  conference  program. 
The  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church  is  now  well  on  its  way.  This 
movement  in  the  church  indicates  that  an  inspired  Methodism  has  truly 
caught  the  Spirit  of  the  Christ.  Its  objectives  serve  as  a  challenge  to 
all  of  us.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  ministry  of  Jesus  was  predominantly 
a  teaching  ministry  we  believe  that  the  church,  school  can  play  a  vital 
role  in  the  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  Your  board  of  educa- 
tion pledges  itself  to  this  end. 

Work  of  the  Staff 

Your  executive  secretary  has  traveled  more  than  18,000  miles 
within  the  conference  in  the  interest  of  the  church  school  program.  The 
program  of  Christian  Education  has  been  emphasized  in  each  of  the  five 
Districts  through  District  stewards  meetings,  Benevolence  Roll  Calls, 
District  Conferences,  Youth  Meetings,  Young  Adult  meetings  and  various 
leadership  training  enterprises.  Your  executive  secretary  has  made 
more  than  70  visits  to  local  churches  explaining  the  use  of  literature, 
the  proper  organization  of  the  church  school,  and  emphasizing  leader- 
ship training,  Rally  Day,  World  Service  Sunday,  Methodist  Student 
Day,  and  the  role  of  the  church  school  in  the  Advance  for  Christ  and 
His  Church.  Through  the  leadership  of  the  executive  secretary  a 
monthly  bulletin  for  the  board  of  education  entitled  "The   Suggester" 
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goes  out  to  ail  pastors,  church  school  superintendents,  and  conference, 
district  and  subdistrict  leaders.  He  has  given  leadership  in  the  planning 
and  execution  of  conference  and  district  youth  institutes,  the  conference- 
wide  week-end  meetings  of  young  adults,  Family  Life  Conferences,  vaca- 
tion Church  School  institutes,  and  the  youth  program  in  the  Advance 
Mass  Meeting. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Honore  worked  as  educational  assistant  on  the  New  Or- 
leans District  from  December  11)48  through  August  1949.  He  has  made 
25  visits  to  local  churches,  preaching  and  teaching,  explaining  the 
youth  program,  the  proper  use  of  literature  for  youth,  organizing  and 
reviving  intermediate  and  senior  Youth  Fellowships,  and  promoting 
Church  School  Rally  Day,  Methodist  Student  Day,  Youth  Activities  Week, 
World  Service  Sunday,  and  Student  Recognition  Day.  He  has  sent  out 
letters  monthly  to  the  local  churches  keeping  them  informed  of  district 
and  subdistrict  and  conference  youth  projects.  He  has  also  given 
leadership  in  district  and  conference  institutes. 

Mrs.  Clytie  F.  Perry  began  her  work  as  paid  conference  director  of 
youth  work  June  1,  1949  at  the  conclusion  of  her  study  at  Fisk  Univer- 
sity, where  she  obtained  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major  yn 
religious  education  and  a  minor  in  sociology.  Believing  that  "uncertain- 
ties tend  to  thrive  where  minds  and  groups  are  isolated"  the  conference 
director  has  used  the  subdistrict  meeting  as  a  medium  of  bringing 
Methodist  Youth  Groups  together  on  the  districts.  For  the  most  part 
these  meetings  have  served  to  orientate  adult  workers  with  the  vast 
possibilities  for  effective  service  to  the  Christian  Education  of  youth  as 
provided  for  within  the  pattern  planned  by  the  Methodist  Church.  She 
has  visited  in  four  of  the  districts  where  she  has  helped  with  the  or- 
ganization of  subdistricts  and  the  planning  of  a  long  range  program. 
In  two  of  the  districts  she  visited  she  participated  in  district-wide  meet- 
ings. Your  director  of  youth  work  has  visited  10  local  churches,  holding 
informal  meetings  with  adult  workers  with  youth,  organizing  and 
promoting  Rally  Day,  Methodist  Student  Day,  and  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund.  She  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  executive  secretary  :in  getting 
out  the  board  of  education  bulletin,  "The  Suggestor,"  which  goes  out 
monthly  to  all  pastors,  church  school  superintendents,  and  district 
leaders.  She  has  also  given  fine  service  in  our  conference-wide  youth 
institute  and  the  young  adult  week-end  conference. 

Your  board  of  education  is  very  appreciative  for  the  fine  work 
being  done  by  some  of  its  volunteer  workers.  In  the  youth  division  Mrs. 
Fannye  Casanave  and  Mrs.  Chaney  Prevost  stand  out  as  district  di- 
rectors. Pn  both  cases  local  churches  have  been  visited,  district  institutes 
have  been  held,  regular  district  meetings,  and  district  youth  councils 
have  been  held,  interesting  activities  have  been  planned,  delegates  have 
been  sent  to  the  several  conference-wide  meetings  of  youth,  and  special 
days  and  funds  have  been  promoted.  Mrs.  Narissa  Jarrett,  conference 
dirctor  of  adult  work  has  done  a  fine  piece  of  adult  work  in  the  Shreve- 
port  subdistrict  where  she  resides.  Local  churches  have  been  visited  and 
Young  Adult  Fellowships  have  been  organized  in  three  local  churches.  A 
subdistrict  Young  Adult  group  has  been  organized,  meeting  regularly 
each  quarter.  A  Family  Life  Conference  was  sponsored. 

Use  of  Methodist   Church   School   Literature 

Within  the  Methodist  Church  the  periodicals  and  the  Closely  Graded 
Courses  have  a  total  circulation  of  5,661,443.  The  leadership  education 
texts,  vacation  texts,  camp  units  and  electives  had  a  sale  in  the  last  year 
for  which  figures  are  available  of  over  250,000.  Your  board  of  education 
is  happy  to  report  that  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  its  staff,  the  church 
schools  of  our  conference  figure  in  this  great  circulation  of  Methodist 
literature.  All  of  the  schools  are  using  Methodist  literature,  including 
vacation  church  school  texts. 
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Leadership  Training 

Four  one  day  institutes  were  held  in  the  conference  to  coach  local 
church  workers  in  the  proper  set-up  of  a  vacation  church  school,  ihe 
proper  use  of  current  text  material,  and  the  training  and  preparation  of 
staff.  Through  this  program  134  workers  and  28  pastors,  representing 
37  local  churches,  were  reached. 

j  Three  accredited  leadership  training  schools  were  held  with  a  total 
enrollment  of  116,  Courses  in  children's  work,  youth  work,  missions, 
church  membership,  and  church  school  teaching  were  offered.  More  than 
/75  course  cards,  of  recognition  were  issued. 

The  Louisiana  conference  was  well  represented  at  the  central 
Jurisdictional  Leadership  Training  School  held  at  Morristown  College 
July  6-13,  1949. 

Nine  persons,  representing  the  board  staff,  the  board  chairman,  and 
one  district  superintendent,  were  in  attendance.  Your  executive  secre- 
tary served  as  chairman  of  th  board  of  managers,  as  well  as  being  elected 
as  dean  of  the  1950  school.  Our  own  Bishop  Robert  N.  .Brooks  was 
present  at  the  school  for  several  days.  He  conducted  the  closing  Com- 
munion Service  in  a  most  unique  way  bringing  great  inspiration  to  these 
workers  in  Christian  Education  from  across  the  Jurisdiction. 

Vacation  Church  Schools 

Twenty-five  churches  in  the  conference  held  vacation  church  schools 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  2,530  and  159  local  workers.  The  distribution 
of  the  schools  by  districts  is  as  follows:  Baton  Rouge,  2;  Franklin,  5; 
Lake  Charles,  3;  New  Orleans,  7;  Shreveport,  7. 

Social  Action 

Our  social  action  emphasis  included  again  this  year,  conferences 
on  Family  Life.  Three  conferences  were  held  considering  such  problems 
as  the  place  of  the  home  in  Christian  nurture;  home  and  church  work- 
ing together;  parent  education  and  family  religion;  yung  people  and 
Christian  Homemaking.  There  were  137  laymen  and  24  pastors  repre- 
senting 30  local  churches  attending  these  conferences. 

The  social  action  conference  which  was  held  at  St.  Mark's  Meth- 
odist Community  Center  October  27-29  was  a  very  unique  activity  in  our 
social  emphasis  this  year.  The  general  theme  of  the  conference  was 
"The  Church  and  Public  Education."  It  was  sponsored  by  the  Boards  of 
Education  and  the  WSCS,  Central  and  South  Central  Jurisdictions,  and 
the  Department  of  Christian  Education  of  Adults  of  the  General  Board 
of  Education.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  study  the  problems 
involved  in  public  education  in  Louisiana  for  all  racial  groups.  Out- 
standing leadership  was  given  in  this  conference  by  Dr.  Felton  Clark, 
president  of  Southern  University;  Dr.  A.  W.  Dent,  president  of  Dillard 
University;  Dr.  Joe  Mickle,  president  of  Centenary  College,  Shreveport; 
Miss  Eleanor  Neff,  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service;  Miss 
Ruth  Fulham,  assistant  in  guidance  in  New  Orleans  public  schools;  Dr. 
Walter  Towner,  and  Miss  Doris  Dennison,  staff  members  of  the  general 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Many  problems  were  lifted 
up  and  many  suggestions  were  given  regarding  what  the  church  might 
do  to  help  solve  these  problems.  Your  board  chairman,  your  executive 
secretary,  Rev.  Albert  Hill  of  Mt.  Zion  church,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Carter 
figured  promonently  in  the  planning  of  this  conference,  which  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  sponsored  by  the  two  Methodist  Conferences  in  the  State. 

Institutes  and  Assemblies 

The  third  annual  Youth  Fellowship  Institute  convened  at  Gulfside 
Assembly  June  12-16.  There  were  sixty  youths  in  attendance  represent- 
ing all  five  districts  and  twenty-three  local  churches.  Six  courses  were 
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offered  centered  around  the  theme,  "We  Test  Our  Faith  by  Thine."  In 
addition  to  this  conference-wide  institute,  week-end  institutes  were 
held  on  the  Franklin  and  New  Orleans  districts. 

Our  third  annual  Young  Adult  Conference  was  held  at  Gulfside 
Assmebly  June  17-19.  Twenty-five  young-  adults  representing  two  dis- 
tricts and  10  local  churches  were  in  attendance.  Five  subdistrict  meet- 
ings with  Young  Adults  were  also  held  during  this  conference  year.

1.  World  Service  Sunday,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month,  shall 
be  observed  as  World  Service  Sunday,  with  a  suitable  program  of  mis- 
sionary education  in  the  local  church,  with  a  collection  for  world  service 
and  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  we  accept  22%  of  the  area  budget  as  our  established  quota 
of  benevolences. 

3.  That  the  budget  of  $30,091.93  be  adopted  as  the  1949-1950 
budget  for  the  General  Conference,  Annual  Conference  and  Area  budgets, 
with  reports  being  made  at  Christmas,  Race  Relation  Day  and  Easter. 
Easter  will  complete  the  entire  budget,  and  each  collection  will  be 
divided  according  to  the  percentage  that  each  item  represents  in  the 
total  budget. 

4.  That  the  distribution  ratio  shall  be  30%  for  General  Conference 
Benevolences,  and  70%  for  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  of  benev- 
olences. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  of  the  $1.00  per  capita  special  cam- 
paign, formerly  referred  to  as  "Veteran's  Day"  as  in  previous  years, 
that  we  raise  15%  of  the  pastor's  cash  salary  for  retired  ministers,  to  be 
divided  as  follows:  10%  for  immediate  distribution,  1%  for  the  retired 
supply  pastors  and  4%  for  the  permanent  fund. 
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6.  Thanks  should  bo  extended  to  the  Minister's  Wives  Association 
for  the  fine  service  they  have  rendered  in  previous  years,  in  the  in- 
terest of  this  fund,  and  we  trust  that  they  will  continue  to  raise  funds 
for  this  purpose. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  fixing  the  district  superin- 
tendent's salary  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  district  stewards. 

8.  That  we  accept  our  percentage  of  the  $10,000  budget  for  Gulf- 
side  building  program.

CHARTER  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

United  States  of  America,  State  of  Louisiana,  Parish  of  Orleans,  City 
of  New  Orleans,  Be  It  Known,  That  on  this  24th  day  of  January,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  and  of  the 
Independence  of  the  United  (States,  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-fifth, 
before  me,  Gabriel  Fernandez,  Jr.,  a  notary  public,  in  and  for  the  Parish 
of  Orleans,  duly  commissioned  and  qualified  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
witnesses  hereinafter  named  and  undersigned,  personally  came  and 
appeared,  the  several  persons  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
who  severally  declared  to  me,  notary,  that  availing  themselves  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  they 
have  covenanted  and  agreed  and  bind  themselves  as  well  as  all  such 
other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  to  form  a 
corporation  and  body  politic  in  law,  for  the  purposes  and  objects,  and 
under  the  articles  and  stipulations  herein  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I — This  corporation  shall  be  known  and  styled  as  the  Lou- 
isiana Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  under  its  said  corporate  name  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  enjoy  succession  for  the  period  of  ninety-five 
years  from  the  date  hereof,  unless  dissolved  according  to  law,  to  con- 
tract, sue  and  be  sued,  to  make  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  the  same 
to  alter  or  break  at  pleasure,  to  acquire  and  possess  by  any  title  what- 
ever real  and  personal  property  and  to  dispose  of  same,  as  the  interest 
and  convenience  of  said  corporation  may  require,  to  elect  such  officers 
and  to  make  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  rules  and  adopt  such  code  of 
laws  or  constitution  as  they  may  see  fit,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution 
of  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  or  of  the  Mehodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  amend  as  may 
be  necessary  or  proper. 

ARTICLE  II — The  domicile  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  all  legal  process  shall  be  served  upon  the 
president  of  this  corporation  and  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  upon 
the  vice-president,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability  of  both  of  these  offi- 
cers, to  act,  upon  the  secretary,  and  in  his  absence,  upon  the  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  III — The  object  and  purposes  for  which  this  corporation  is 
established  are  hereby  declared  to  be  for  religious  and  educational  pur- 
poses and  for  the  promotion  of  Christian  instruction,  the  support  of 
public  worship,  and  the  advancement  of  God's  Kingdom  among  men,  in 
accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Religion  and  the  Doctrines  and  General 
Rules  of  the  Discipline  as  set  forth  in  the  fundamental  law  or  Consti- 
tution of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

ARTICLE  IV — The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  a  vice-president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  one  of  whom 
shall  reside  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  such  other  assistant  officers 
as  this  corporation  may  determine.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  elected  quadrennially  by  ballot  on  the  third  day  of  the  assembling  of 
the  annual  conference.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  office  who  is  not 
a.  full  member  of  the  Annual  Conference.  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
shall  elect  and  the  officers  so  selected  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.

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ANNUAL    REPORT— PEOPLES    COMMUNITY    CENTER 

New  Orleans,  Louisiana — 1950 

As  we  look  upon  a  suffering  land  our  hearts  are  challenged  by  the 
increasing  complexity  of  living  in  a  city.  Lack  of  a  sense  of  security, 
absence  of  a  feeling  of  belonging,  the  tensions,  crowding,  poor  housing, 
crime,  broken  homes,  lack  of  marriage  and  other  problems  that  exist  all 
around  us  impel  us  at  Peoples  Community  Center  to  seek  to  expand  and 
improve  our  resources,  both  physical  and  spiritual.  This  is  altogether 
fitting  and  proper  in  order  that  an  imprint  might  be  made  on  those  who 
are  living  under  these  adverse  conditions. 

In  this  report  an  attempt  is  made  to  review  briefly  the  purpose, 
the  functions  and  practices  of  the  Community  Center.  First,  we  want  to 
mention  the  basic  concepts  which  constitute  the  foundation  of  the 
Agency's  program. 

After  a  careful  survey,  the  Center  was  organized  in  1922  as  a 
character  building  institution  to  serve  many  needs  of  our  people.  It  has 
operated  under  strictly  supervised  guidance,  located  in  the  City  of  New 
Orleans  with  an  interracial  Board  of  Directors,  a  small  staff  and  the 
following  activities:  Day  Nursery,  Kindergarten,  Clinic  and  Clubs. 

The  first  major  function  of  our  Center  is  to  find  out  through 
careful  observation  and  close  relationship  with  people  in  a  specific  area 
their  needs,  problems,  aspirations,  and  hopes  and  then  through  sound 
organization  to  work  with  them  toward  building  a  better  community. 

Our  institution  provides  an  opportunity  for  people  of  the  com- 
munity to  get  acquainted,  to  like  one  another  and  to  work  together  for 
the  good  of  all.  One  of  its  primary  functions  is  to  render  Child  Care 
Service  to  employed  parents  through: 

1.  Counselling:  The  Social  Worker  helps  the  individual  to  recog- 
nize his  needs  and  problems,  to  use  the  Staff  and  Center  and  to  meet 
his  needs  in  so  far  as  is  possible  with  the  present  equipment. 

2.  Education  and  Recreation :  Classes  are  conducted  for  parent 
education  in  Child  Care  problems.  Directed  play  periods  are  held  daily, 
also  Nursery  School,  Kindergarten  and  Opportunity  Classes. 

3.  Day  Nursery:  Children  get  three  wholesome  meals  per  day  and 
motherly  and  fatherly  care. 

4.  Health  Clinics:  Here  mothers  bring  their  children  for  medical- 
care  and  parent  education. 

5.  Weekday  Religious  Education: 

Notwithstanding  unusual  conditions  and  many  serious  handicaps, 
especially  the  lack  of  adequate  facilities  for  operation,  it  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  our  service  has  not  lagged  during  this  outstanding  period 
of  great  disturbance.  Our  institution  has  carried  on  bravely  and  cour- 
ageously, although  the  increased  cost  of  commodities,  professional  serv- 
ices, labor  and  repairs  have  greatly  addedt  to  necessary  expenditures 
and  demanded  sacrifices. 

Plans  are  under  way  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  entire  plant  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  day.  The  program  has  long  outgrown  the  present 
building. 

WE  ARE  CROWTDED  IN  EVERY  DEPARTMENT.  WE  HAD 
TO  TURN  DOWN  MORE  THAN  FIFTY  PUPILS  THIS  YEAR  BE- 
CAUSE OF  THE  LACK  OF  SPACE  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS. 
ONE  HUNDRED  CHILDREN  ENROLLED  IN  OUR  CLASSES. 
FIFTY-EIGHT   ENROLLED   IN   DAY   NURSERY.    SERVING   THIS 
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LARGE  NUMBER  IN  SHIFTS  IN  THE  SMALL  DINING  ROOM  IS 
QUITE  A  PROBLEM!  WE  SORELY  NEED,  ALSO:  A  GYMNA- 
SIUM, PLAYGROUND  EQUIPMENT,  AND  AN  AUDITORIUM  FOR 
PLAYS,  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES  AND  SOCIAL  GATHERINGS. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  Bishop  Robert  Na- 
thaniel Brooks  for  his  continued  interest  and  guidance,  also  to  various 
conferences  of  Methodism  for  an  abundance  of  supplies  in  cash  and 
materials.  Especially  do  we  mention  the  Louisiana  Conference,  the  New 
Orleans  District  and  our  District  Superintendent. 

Accomplishments  under  the  present  administration :  Approximately 
$25,000.00  has  been  raised,  several  lots  purchased  at  a  total  cost  of 
$7,000.00  and  $16,344.50  balance,  according  to  Dr.  T.  L.  Miller,  our 
treasurer.  All  of  this  has  been  accomplished  by  the  cooperation  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  (C.  J.),  gifts  from  individuals,  the 
Women's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  efforts  by  the  staff  of  the 
Community  Center. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  renewing  our  State  license.  Resulting 
from  a  recent  study  of  the  operations  of  the  Center,  our  institution  has 
been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Fire  Department  of 
New  Orleans.  The  study  has  been  completed  and  is  being  reviewed  by 
the  State  Department. 

Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Board  of  Missions,  the 
Women's  Division,  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdictions,  the  Com- 
munity Chest,  and  the  churches  of  the  said  Jurisdictions  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans  for  their  increasing  interest  in  this  serviceable  piece  of 
religious  and  social  work. 

What  you  have  done  for  the  children  has  been  well  spent,  for  I  feel 
that  the  Kingdom  of  God  will  come  on  earth  soon  if  we  put  our  best 
in  our  children.

Superintendent's  Report 

May   17,   1950 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference: 

The  program  of  The  Methodist  Church  has  been  from  the  be- 
ginning the  most  comprehensive  of  all  Protestant  Church  programs. 
From  the  early  days  of  American  Methodism  the  church  has  sought  to 
serve  the  full  life  of  its  constituency  and  has  offered  a  plan  for  the 
meeting  of  human  needs  on  every  level.  The  church  has  established 
schools  for  the  training  of  her  young  people,  homes  for  her  orphans  and 
wayward,  hospitals  for  her  sick  and  homes  for  her  aged. 

Methodist  people  were  aware  of  the  need  of  homes  for  the  aged 
long  before  this  phase  of  our  social  obligation  was  recognized  by  soci- 
ologists. Our  church  considers  the  privilege  of  caring  for  the  aged  a 
Christian  obligation,  and  not  a  social  problem,  for,  indeed,  such  care 
becomes  a  social  problem  only  when  organized  Christianity  fails  to  func- 
tion and  to  assume  its  full  responsibility.  For  100  years  Methodist 
Homes  have  existed  as  a  part  of  the  natural  function  of  the  church. 

The  Centennial  of  Methodist  Homes  for  the  Aged  was  observed  in 
the  recent  session  of  the  National  Association  of  Methodist  Hospitals 
and  Homes.  And  I  was  happy  to  note  that  there  are  just  a  few  homes 
which  boast  a  longer  period  of  service  and  existence  than  our  own 
Lafon  Home.  The  first  Methodist  Home  was  organized  in  New  York 
City  in  1850.  Our  home  had  its  birth  in  1867.  She  is  now  a  full  grown 
lady  of  83  years,  filled  with  service  and  helpfulness  to  people  in  the 
sunset  of  life.  May  the  banner  of  her  service  be  ever  unfurled  above  the 
heads  of  people  who  need  her  kindly  ministrations. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  Methodist  leaders  who  visited  the 
home  during  the  past  year:  Bishops  James  C.  Baker,  W.  J.  King,  G. 
Bromley  Oxnam,  R.  E.  Jones  and  Drs.  Harry  V.  Richardson,  M.  S. 
Davage,  E.  A.  Love,  J.  0.  Williams,  D.  H.  Ridout,  Ralph  Stoody,  Her- 
man Wilson,  M.  W.  Clair,  S.  P.  Jenkins  and  L.  L.  Haynes. 

Residents  now  in  the  home  have  an  average  age  of  62  years  rep- 
resenting an  accumulated  span  of  2,976  years.  The  average  population 
during  the  past  year  was  38,  to  whom  we  gave  13,870  days  care  and 
served  41,610  meals. 

Building  Program 

Our  1949  report  showed  obligations  outstanding  on  our  new  build- 
ing of  $42,731.87.  This  amount  has  been  reduced  to  $17,939.74,  with 
$5,000  in  the  treasury  to  be  applied  on  that  amount,  leaving  a  balance

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  LAY  LEADER 

To:    Bishop   Brooks,   Ministers,   and   Laymen   of   the    Louisiana   Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

First  I  wish  to  give  credit  where  credit  is  due — to  Bishop  Brooks. 
We  the  Laymen  of  the  Conference  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for 
your  very  fine  Christian  and  Brotherly  leadership;  not  to  the  Louisiana 
Conference  alone,  but  to  the  cause  of  the  Laity  throughout  the  New 
Orleans  area.  We  feel  justly  proud  to  pause  here  to  pay  the  respect 
when  and  where  it  is  due.  The  Bishop  has  at  all  times  and  places  shown 
a  personal  interest  in  the  work  of  Lay  activities,  and  has  seen  that  the 
Laymen  be  accorded  proper  recognition  in  every  phase  of  the  work  of 
the  church. 

May  I  elaborate  on  this  to  our  Louisiana  Conference.  Through  his 
suggestion  a  Layman  is  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lafon  Old  Folks  Home, 
and  the  soon  to  be  erected  New  Peoples  Community  Center.  Laymen 
will  have  handled  all  of  the  monies  raised  and  spent  for  building  pur- 
poses, and  in  every  other  Board  and  Department  of  the  church  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  and  the  entire  New  Orleans  area.  He  has  been 
most  Brotherly,  kind  and  very  considerate  toward  the  Laymen.  The 
Bishop's  motto  is:  "We  are  here  for  business,  or  we  don't  have  any 
business  here."  A  fine  motto  for  all  of  the  Laymen  and  a  good  many  of 
the  ministers  to  adopt. 
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We  are  reiterating  again,  Bishop.  We  the  Laymen,  are  with  you, 
and  may  God's  choicest  blessing  be  upon  you  as  you  assume  your  high- 
duties  of  responsibility. 

The  Board  of  Lay  Activities  held  its  first  meeting  of  the  Confer- 
ence Year  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  Tuesday,  May  16,  1950,  to  consider 
a  program  for  the  new  year.  Many  items  were  discussed.  The  following 
program  of  Lay  Activities  was  adopted  for  the  year  1950-51 : 

1.  A  well  informed  and  active  Charge  Lay  Leader  in  every 
church,  with  an  able  associate  Charge  Lay  Leader. 

2.  The  Charge  Lay  Leader  to  counsel  and  cooperate  with  the  pas- 
tor in  carrying  on  the  year's  program. 

3.  Organize  and  perpetuate  Methodist  Men  in  every  church. 

4.  Emphasize  "Laymen  Day" — (4th  Sunday  in  February)  in 
every  church. 

5.  Organize  a  Laymen's  Day  Speaker's  Bureau,  so  that  a  number 
of  Laymen  would  be  available  for  call  by  the  District  Lay  Leader,  the 
District  Superintendent,  or  the  Conference  Lay  Leader  to  supply 
speakers  wherever  a  vacancy  may  occur,  so  that  a  Laymen's  Day  Serv- 
ice will  be  observed  in  all  of  the  churches. 

6.  To  promote  "Christian  Stewardship  of  Self,"  which  includes 
the  Laymen's  time,  talent,  and  money. 

7.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Official  Board  in  every  church  to  be 
held  monthly. 

8.  Cooperate  fully  in  the  Quadrennial  program  of  "For  Christ 
and  His  Church."  Advance  specials. 

9.  The  Laymen  participation  in  Home  Visitation  Evangelism. 

10.  An  active  Committee  to  work  with  the  Charge  Lay  Leader  to 
promote  circulation  and  use  of  Methodist  literature,  to  promote  circu- 
lation and  use  of  "Methodist  Laymen,"  "Upper  Room,"  "The  Christian 
Home,"  etc. 

11.  Accept  as  a  goal,  "The  Advocate  in  every   Methodist  home." 

12.  An  Episcopal  Home,  on  an  Area-Wide  Basis. 

13.  Adequate  support  of  the  Ministry. 

14.  Participation  of  the  Week  of  Dedication  by  the  Laymen. 

15.     To  promote  the  Reserve  Pension  Plan. 

Your  Conference  Lay  Leader  has  had  the  privilege  to  visit  and 
address  three  (3)  District  Conferences.  A  fine  loyal  group  of  Laymen 
were  on  hand  to  greet  him. 

Our  time  since  the  Annual  Conference,  has  been  spent  mostly 
overseeing  the  completion  of  the  New  Orleans  District  Parsonage  of 
the  New  Orleans  District,  which  is  a  part  of  our  program,  and  adequate 
support  of  the  Ministry.  We  as  laymen  can  now  boast  of  three  (3) 
District  Parsonages  out  of  five  (5)  Districts.  The  New  Orleans  Dis- 
trict, the  Baton  Rouge  District,  and  the  Shreveport  District.  The  Baton 
Rouge  District  Parsonage  was  purchased  and  improved  under  the 
astute  leadership  of  the  District  Lay  Leader,  Mr.  L.  M.  Johnson,  to- 
gether with  the  cooperation  of  a  very  Brotherly  District  Superintendent, 
the  Reverend  W.  M.  Caldwell,  together  with  all  of  the  very  fine  and 
loyal  Laymen  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District. 
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The  New  Orleans  and  the  Shreveport  District  Parsonages  were 
purchased  and  improved  under  the  leadership  of  your  Conference  Lay 
Leader,  together  with  our  fine  cooperative  District  Superintendent,  both 
the  present  Reverend  W.  T.  Handy,  and  the  former  Rev.  T.  W.  Harris, 
and  all  of  the  fine  group  of  Laymen  on  the  Shreveport-Monroe  District 
at  that  time.  Naming  the  Districts  in  order,  Baton  Rouge,  the  team  of 
District  Superintendent  Caldwell,  and  District  Lay  Leader  L.  M.  John- 
son, are  doing  a  fine  constructive  Christian  work.  I  visited  and  spoke 
at  a  sort  of  Laymen's  retreat,  conducted  by  Mr.  Johnson.  Fine  results 
will  come. 

The  Franklin  District  has  a  new,  young  and  very  able  and  ener- 
getic District  Lay  Leader — Mr.  Raymond  Pinkston,  who,  cooperating 
with  his  District  Superintendent,  Rev.  W.  C.  Haywood,  rendered  a  fine 
report  at  his  District  Conference. 

The  Lake  Charles  District,  under  the  dynamic  leadership  of  our 
Dr.  O.  V.  Cooper,  together  with  the  scholarly  District  Superintendent, 
Rev.  S.  C.  Walker,  and  the  fine  set  of  loyal  Laymen  are  spreading  the 
duties  of  the  Charge  Lay  Leader  on  their  District. 

New  Orleans  District,  under  the  fine  unequalled  leadership  of  Mr. 
Oscar  Jamison,  together  with  his  energetic,  and  ever  moving  District 
Superintendent,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  T.  Handy,  are  really  pushing  the  Laymen 
program. 

A  splendid  city  and  district  wide  Laymen  Day  program  was  held. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  associate  District  Lay  Leader,  they  are 
keeping  Methodism  on  the  map  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  the  en- 
tire New  Orleans  District,  aided  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  Vice  Lay 
Leader,  Mr.  James  Carney,  who  is  indeed  very  cooperative. 

The  District  Lay  Leader  of  the  Shreveport  District,  Mr.  

is  now  serving  his  first  year  as  District  Lay  Leader,  and  served  with 
the  late  Rev.  Bro.  0.  C.  Daigle,  who  was  deeply  interested  in  the  work 
of  Lay  activities.  We  received  a  letter  just  before  he  passed,  giving  the 
names  of  all  the  Lay  members  elected  to  the  Annual  Conference,  as- 
sisted by  able  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders,  Mr.  Thomas  and  others 
on  the  Shreveport  end,  such  as,  Mr.  Walter  Mines,  Mrs.  Hunter  Steptoe, 
and  others.  We  look  for  quite  an  advance  in  the  Laymen  work  this  com- 
ing Conference  year. 

Now  a  word  about  our  rural  work. 

By  our  many  visits  to  the  rural  churches,  I  am  convinced  there  is 
an  urgent  need  for  longer  Pastorates,  which  is  essential  to  an  effective 
rural  Ministry.  To  make  the  pastorates  a  success  depends  upon  a  num- 
ber of  changes  on  the  part  of  the  Laymen.  Our  ministers  in  some  rural 
charges  must  receive  adequate  financial  support.  The  parsonages  should 
be  modernized  with  such  comforts  as  heat,  hot  and  cold  water,  elec- 
tricity, hot  water  heater,  gas,  and  other  modern  conveniences.  The  min- 
isters should  be  given  travel  expense  for  his  car  or  other  travel.  Your 
Conference  Lay  Leader  urges  a  minimum  salary  base  for  the  rural  min- 
ister. A  basic  salary  is  the  very  important  need  for  the  rural  minister. 
Until  such  a  plan  is  worked  out  by  the  General  Conference,  we  urge  a 
minimum  salary  be  paid  by  brotherly  sharing  of,  by  the  ministers  of 
the  urban  churches.  I  am  sure  they  will  all  agree  to  such  a  plan,  to  be 
worked  on  an  urban-conference  wide  basis. 

Your  Conference  Lay  Leader  has  given  considerable  thought  to  this 
phase,  and  presented  one  of  the  memorials  to  the  last  General  Confer- 
ence on  minimum  salary  for  the  ministry. 

Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  my  report.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
HOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Shreveport,  La. — May  1950 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference: 

Your  Board  of  Education,  hereby,  presents  an  account  of  its  work 
for  the  Conference  year  1949-1950.  The  fact  that  society  today  is  over- 
whelmingly engulfed  in  the  power  of  secularism  necessitates  a  well 
planned  program  of  Christian  nurture  in  every  local  church.  The  power 
and  influence  of  the  church,  in  the  future,  depend  more  upon  her  vital 
Christian  teaching  now  than  any  other  program  or  activity  in  which 
she  may  engage.  There  must  be  adequate  Christian  teaching  in  the  home 
and  church  in  order  to  bring  about  positive  Christian  attitudes  among 
the  masses  of  the  people.  Your  Board  of  Education  has  worked  toward 
this  end  during  this  Conference  Year. 

Work  of  the  Staff 

Your  Executive  Secretary  has  traveled  extensively  in  the  Confer- 
ence, during  this  short  year,  in  the  interest  of  the  program  of  the 
church  school.  He  has  been  in  various  subdistrict,  district,  and  con- 
ference meetings  presenting  the  program  of  Christian  Education.  He 
was  active  in  the  Conference-wide  Missionary  Institute  as  well  as  the 
One-day  Laymen's  Advance  Meeting  on  th  Baton  Rouge  District.  As 
usual  the  Board  of  Education  Bulletin,  "The  Suggester,"  has  been  sent 
out  monthly  to  the  pastors,  church  school  superintendents,  and  district 
workers.  He  has  given  leadership  in  the  planning  and  execution  of  10 
Leadership  Training  schools  and  three  District  Youth  Institutes. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Honore,  Associate  in  Christian  Education  for  the  New 
Orleans  District,  has  made  19  visits  to  local  churches.  Through  his 
guidance  local  churches  have  received  a  greater  understanding  of  the 
youth  program,  the  proper  use  of  literature,  Church  School  Rally  Day, 
Youth  Activities  Week,  WTorld  Service  Sunday,  and  Student  Recognition 
Day.  As  usual,  his  monthly  letter  has  gone  out  to  local  churches.  He 
has  also  given  assistance  in  two  Leadership  Training  Schools. 

Mrs.  Clytie  F.  Perry,  Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work,  has  vis- 
ited in  all  five  of  the  districts,  holding  informal  meetings  with  adult 
workers  with  youth,  organizing  and  promoting  work  with  seniors,  dis- 
cussing literature  for  youth,  circulating  basic  manuals,  promoting  Rally 
Day,  Methodist  Student  Day,  and  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  She  has 
set  up  two  district-wide  youth  organizations  and  several  on  the  sub- 
district  level.  Your  Director  of  Youth  Work  has  given  leadership  in  ten 
Christian  Worker's  Schools  and  three  district-wide  Youth  Institutes. 
She  has  dene  a  great  job  in  helping  the  Executive  Secretary  get  out  the 
Board  of  Education  Bulletin  "The  Suggester." 

Leadership  Training 

As  a  part  of  our  Leadership  Training  program  this  Conference  year 
10  informal  Christian  Workers'  Schools,  under  the  caution  Church 
School  Wokers,  Institutes  were  held  in  four  districts.  Fifty-nine  local 
churches  and  442  workers  were  touched  with  training  as  a  result  of  this 
program.  Courses  were  offered  for  age-group  workers  and  members 
and  officers  in  general  of  the  local  church. 

Youth  Institutes 

Week-end  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  Institutes  were  held  on  the 
Baton  Rouge,  New  Orleans,  and  Shreveport  Districts.  Thirty-two  local 
churches  and  147  youth  and  adult  counselors  were  represented  in  these 
meetings.  The  youth  present  were  greatly  inspird  by  the  training,  en- 
richment, and  fellowship  that  was  received.  Courses  on  the  organization 
and  program  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and  the  church  were 
offered.

REPORT   OF   THE   CONFERENCE   MISSIONARY    SECRETARY 

Shreveport,  Louisiana — May  16,  1950 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Members  of  the  Conference: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary 
for  the  conference  year,  November  6,  1949  to  May  16,  1950. 

The  office  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary  has  been  in  a 
way,  a  clearing  house,  for  disseminating  information  and  recommend- 
ing material  for  the  cultivation  of  the  missionary  impulse.  During  this 
year  efforts  have  been  made  to  promote  the  work  of  missions  across 
the  conference. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  1950,  we  attended  a  conference 
at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  and  for  four  days  studied  the  missionary  task  at 
home  and  abroad.  A  clearer  understanding  of  the  task  and  scope  of  the 
work  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary,  which  understanding  has 
been  greatly  used  for  the  good  of  the  work  in  general. 

Being  inspired  by  the  meetings  attended,  we  undrtook  this  year  to 
have  the  "First  Conference  Missionary  Institute"  held  on  the  Annual 
Conference  level.  The  Institute  was  held  at  Baton  Rouge  Wesley  Church, 
which  was  largely  attended,  and  interest  in  the  missionary  program  was 
greatly  strengthened. 

The  addresses,  made  by  the  various  speakers,  and  the  discussions 
held  during  the  two  day  session,  had  as  its  purpose,  the  developing  of 
the  "Missionary  Mind."  While  we  have  tried  to  lead  off  in  matters  as 
they  relate  to  missionary  giving,  we  have  felt  that  despite  the  fact  that 
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the  conference  has  paid  in  full  its  Budget,  which  includes  the  World 
Service,  we  have  felt  that  the  main  thing  needed  is  to  create  within  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  people  called  Methodists,  the  "Missionary  Mo- 
tive," which  after  all  will  help  them  to  "Want"  to  render  missionary 
service.  When  that  is  done,  the  question  will  not  be  "How  much  more 
are  they  going  to  place  upon  us?"  Rather  the  question  will  be:  "How 
much  more  can  we  do?" 

At  the  above  mentioned  Missionary  Institute,  all  of  the  District 
Missionary  Secretaries  were  present,  and  this  year,  we  had  as  the  re- 
source person,  Rev.  Charles  F.  Golden,  from  New  York,  who  rendered 
invaluable  service.  The  Institute  was  so  far  reaching  that  the  Findings 
Committee  recommended  that  during  the  next  year  a  similar  Institute 
would  be  held  on  each  of  the  five  districts.  The  idea  will  be  to  have  a 
"One  Day"  Institute  on  each  district  for  missionary  cultivation  during 
the  same  week.  The  same  team  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Golden  or 
someone  from  the  Board  of  Missions  would  accompany  the  team.  Great 
good  could  be  done  in  developing  the  "Missionary  Passion."  The  Dis- 
trict Missionary  Secretaries  have  been  provided  with  literature  from 
the  general  office,  which  gives  information  as  to  his  task  and  how  to 
perform  it.  Just  how  these  and  other  activities  will  best  tell  by  the 
Treasurer's  Report.  We  made  a  special  effort  this  year  to  stress  the 
"Week  of  Dedication."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EVANGELISM 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Brothers: 

Christian  evangelism  has  always  been  of  the  essence  of  the  spirit 
and  genius  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  bringing  of  all  men  to 
Christ  and  Christ  to  all  men  is  a  chief  mission  of  Methodism. 

Evangelism  seeks  to  persuade  men  to  a  conscience  faith  in  Christ  as 
their  Savior,  and  a  conscious  surrender  to  Him  as  their  Lord.  It  seeks 
to  bring  about  an  encounter  with  Christ  of  absolute  decisiveness.  It 
thus  seeks  to  open  the  way  for  the  Spirit  of  God  to  do  His  divine  re- 
newing and  transforming  work  in  the  heart  of  the  believer.  Evangel - 
ism's  glorious  ambition  is  to  make  Christ  known,  loved,  and  obeyed 
everywhere. 

Evangelism,  by  confronting  men  with  Christ,  should  seek  to  bring 
sinful  men  to  repentance.  A  faith  in  and  love  of  God  can  change  the 
crisis  of  self-despair,  so  that  life  will  be  no  longer  self-centered  but 
God-centered.  Evangelism  will  thus  help  people  to  find  resources  for 
personal  living  other  than  those  of  the  secularism  of  today. 

Evangelism  must  bring  men  and  women  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
Church.  It  must  forever  remind  the  Church  that  it  must  multiply  itself 
and  thus  extend  the  reach  of  the  outward  thrust  of  the  Christian 
fellowship.  At  the  same  time  that  it  seeks  to  add  to  the  Church  those 
who  are  being  saved,  evangelism  must  be  to  vitalize  all  the  members, 
agencies,  and  activities  of  the  Church  by  renewed  contact  with  the 
Spirit  of  Christ.  It  must  likewise  bring  a  new  emphasis  upon  the  im- 
portance of  the  Church  with  its  work  and  worship. 

The  Great  Philadelphia  Campaign  which  brought  more  than  8,500 
converts  into  the  Churches  of  that  city  also  stands  as  an  impelling  ideal 
toward  which  our  conference  should  bend  its  energies. 

We  have  not  been  lacking  during  the  last  conference  year.  Our 
records  show  increases  as  follows:

We  feel  that  we  should: 

1.  In  cooperation  with,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  sponsor  Leadership  Training  Institutes  early  in  the  fall,  with 
the  thought  of  strengthening  the  evangelistic  approach  within  the  local 
church. 

2.  Put  more  emphasis  upon  the  work  of  the  District  Secretaries 
of  Evangelism. 

3.  Offer  cooperation  to  Boards  of  Education  and  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  for  the  opening  of  closed  churches,  and  developing 
new  fields,  now  unchurched  by  major  denominations. 

4.  Spiritual  retreats  for  ministers,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
district  superintendents. 

5.  Offer  cooperation  in  establishing  Schools  of  Evangelism  for 
training  of  Sunday  School  teachers  in  methods  of  definitely  winning  to 
Christ,  as  proposed  by  the  General  Conference. 
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6.  Sponsor  circulation  of  devotional  literature  among  ministers, 
and  laymen,  with  requests  for  reading  and  reporting  thereon. 

7.  Seek  to  distribute  sound  films  which  have  an  appeal  for  defi- 
nite life  service  for  the  Master.  This  should  be  self-maintaining,  as  far 
as  possible. 

8.  Encourage  the  broadcasting  over  as  many  stations  as  will  offer 
free  time,  the  programs  of  the  Upper  Room  series  and  seek  to  get  wide 
publicity  in  the  press  and  from  the  pulpit  concerning  the  time  of  the 
broadcasts.  Also  encourage  the  use  of  the  Upper  Room  series  record- 
ings within  groups  of  churches. 

In  all  of  these  goals  we  earnestly  seek  the  leadership  of  our 
bishop  and  our  district  superintendents,  together  with  the  interest  and 
prayers  of  every  pastor.  These  are  the  ones  who  do  the  real  work;  all 
the  Board  can  do  is  to  cooperate  that  their  efforts  might  be  more 
effectively  carried  on. 

We  also  recommend: 

1.  That  each  church  set  a  goal  to  increase  the  membership  by  10% 
with  decisions  for  Christ  and  the  Church. 

2.  That  the  children  and  youth  be  given  careful  training  in  what 
it  means  to  completely  surrender  the  life  to  Christ. 

3.  That  the  invitation  to  Christian  Discipleship  be  given  at  the 
close  of  each  preaching  service. 

4.  That  we  make  a  planned  effort  to  recruit  ministers  and  other 
full-time  Christian  workers 

5.  That  we  make  greater  use  of  visitation  evangelism,  and  that 
preaching  missions  shall  be  held  to  stress  the  great  Christian  doctrine. 

6.  That  there  might  be  a  sustained  cultivation  of  Christian  living 
and  regular  attendance  upon  divine  worship  as  instruments  for  widen- 
ing the  areas  of  Surrender  to  Christ. 

7.  That  the  promotion  of  the  family  altar  shall  be  an  important 
part  in  the  program  of  each  church. 

8.  That  each  pastor  put  more  accuracy  upon  making  permanent 
of  all  Infant  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Deaths  in  each  local  church. 

9.  That  the  Sunday  evening  services  and  prayer  meetings  be  en- 
couraged in  all  churches,  and  that  laymen  be  enlisted  in  these  and 
other  services. 

10.  That  the  study  of  the  Bible  be  encouraged  in  every  home.  That 
other  Christian  literature  shall  have  a  large  place,  but  that  the  Bible  be 
made  the  chief  book  to  be  read  by  our  people.

Recommendations 

We  referred  the  matter  of  Special  Day  Offerings  to  the  Board  of 
Education.   (See  Report.) 

1.  World  Service  Sunday,  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  each  month, 
shall  be  observed  as  World  Service  Sunday,  with  a  suitable  program 
of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church,  with  a  collection  for  World 
Service  and  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  we  accept  22%  of  the  Area  Budget  as  our  established 
quota  of  benevolences. 

3.  That  the  distribution  ratio  shall  be  34.5%  for  General  Confer- 
ence Benevolences  and  65.5%  for  the  Annual  Conference  Benevolences. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that  out  of  the  15%  raised  for  Conference 
Claimants,  10%  shall  be  for  immediate  distribution,  4%  for  Permanent 
Fund  and  1%  shall  be  for  Retired  Supply  Pastors. 

5.  Thanks  should  be  extended  to  the  Minister's  Wives  Associa- 
tion for  the  fine  service  they  have  rendered  in  previous  year,s  in  the 
interest  of  this  fund,  and  w  trust  that  they  will  continue  to  raise  funds 
for  this  purpose. 

6.  That  the  Budget  of  $29,371.47  be  adopted  as  the  1950-1951 
Budget  for  the  General  Conference,  Annual  Conference  and  Area 
Budgets,  with  reports  being  made  at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Race 
Relations  Day,  and  Easter.  Easter  will  complete  the  entire  budget,  and 
each  collection  will  be  divided  according  to  the  percentage  that  each 
item  represents  in  the  total  Budget. 

7.  We  recommend  the  matter  of  fixing  the  District  Superinten- 
dent's Salary  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Stewards. 

8.  We  recommend  and  approve  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
ference Claimants,  which  will  have  to  do  with  the  Reserve  Pension 
Plan.  This  Plan  will  call  for  a  Special  Campaign  to  raise  in  the  confer- 
ence from  various  sources,  within  three  years,  $90,000. 

9.  That  enough  of  the  Advance  Specials  be  raised  some  time  before 
Area  Council,  so  that  we  can  report  our  $4,400  to  Advance  Specials  by 
the  Area  Council  time. 

Objectives  for  the  Year 

That  we  fully  cooperate  in  the  promotion  of  the  Advance  for 
Christ  and  His  Church  Movement.  We  commend  the  District  Superin- 
tendents, Pastors  and  congregations  for  raising  sufficient  funds  during 
the  year,  that  we  were  able  to  take  care  of  our  Budget  100%.  This,  of 
course,  includes  the  increase  for  the  quadrennium  of  33V3%  of  World 
Service.

According  to  the  Treasurer's  Report  to  the  Conference,  the  fol- 
lowing is  the  financial  status  of  the  Conference.

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With  regard  to  the  matter  of  auditing  the  Treasurer's  Accounts, 
we  will  say  that  we  have  not  seen  the  report  of  the  Auditor.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  of  the  Commission  was  appointed  at  the  last  session  to 
have  the  audit  made  by  a  C.P.A.  and  this  will  say  that  the  Treasurer 
reports  that  his  books  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Auditor.  Since  we 
have  not  seen  a  copy  of  the  Auditor's  Report,  we  are  not  in  position  to 
state  whether  our  accounts  are  up  to  date  in  the  general  office  on 
General  Administration  Fund  and  neither  that  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  Expense  Fund. 

In  this  connection,  since  the  Annual  Conference's  record  and  fair 
name  is  at  stake  in  such  matters,  we  urge  that  when  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Annual  Conference  sends  off  money  to  the  Chicago  office  or  on 
Jurisdictional  office,  that  a  copy  of  the  amount  sent  off  be  filed  with 
the  Resident  Bishop  and  also  a  copy  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Confer- 
ence Commission  on  World  Service. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  shall  accept 
22%  of  whatever  Area  Budgets  are  adopted. 

The  breakdown  of  the  Church  School  and  Rally  Day  offering,  for 
the  support  of  the  $6,900.00  Budget  for  Christian  Education,  be  made 
to  the  Church  Schools  as  was  done  last  year. 

One  item  in  the  Budget  might  well  be  explained,  namely,  that 
which  refers  to  "Past  Due  Printing  Bill."  Several  years  ago  there  was 
gotten  out  a  Souvenir  of  the  conference  by  Rev.  W.  Scott  Chinn,  and 
the  Historical  Committee.  There  was  a  balance  due  on  the  printing  by 
Braun  &  Braun  of  the  amount  indicated  in  the  Budget.  The  bill  was 
presented  to  the  Bishop  during  the  year  for  payment  but  since  there 
were  no  available  funds  it  was  deferred  until  the  next  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  And  to  clear  the  name  of  the  conference  the  item  is 
written  to  be  paid. 

The  committee  appointed  last  year  to  Audit  the  Treasurer's  Books 
will  continue  its  work  until  the  books  are  audited.  That  we  have  carried 
an  item  for  Auditing  of  the  Treasurer's  Accounts,  from  year  to  year, 
the  following  statement  should  be  made.  The  Commission  has  not  seen 
a  copy  of  any  Auditor's  Report  during  the  last  five  years.  We  will 
state  that  if  for  any  reason  the  accounts  have  not  been  audited  we  will 
have  them  audited  and  brought  up  to  date.

RESOLUTION  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE— 1950 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  1949  at  Alexandria,  Louisiana: 

Be  It  Resolved:  That  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  hereby 
accepts  as  its  aim  and  goal  the  ultimate  conversion  of  its  pension  pro- 
gram to  that  of  the  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Plans  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  as  described  in  paragraphs  1642  to  1657,  Discipline  of  1948;  and, 

That  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  hereby  adopts  as  the  im- 
mediate objective  and  the  first  step  toward  the  attainment  of  that  goal 
the  Three-Fold  Pension,  outlined  by  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

That  the  resident  bishop  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  appoint  a  committee  of  fifteen  members,  composed  of  min- 
isters and  laymen,  to  be  known  as  the  Reserve  ePnsion  Fund  Campaign 
Committee,  which  shall  be  responsible  for  launching,  conducting  and 
managing  the  aforesaid  campaign;  that  the  resident  bishop  be  an  ad- 
visory member  of  the  committee. 

That  the  Campaign  Committee  be  authorized  and  instructed  to 
prepare,  in  consultation  with  the  bishop,  a  specific  program  of  cam- 
paign procedure,  the  details  of  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  1950 
session  of  the  Conference  for  approval  and  adoption. 

In  light  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  We  the  Reserve  Pension  Plan 
Committee  present  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  The  Ministers  Wives  Association  raise  $7,000.00  annually  for 
the  next  three  years.  This  amount  to  be  pro-rated  according  to  the  al- 
ready established  percentage  given  to  each  district  for  other  causes  of 
the  conference. 

2.  Each  charge  shall  observe  Veteran's  Day  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Ministers  and  the  Ministers'  wives  at  which  time  an  offering 
shall  be  taken  for  the  Reserve  Pension  Plan. 

3.  That  each  Minister  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  pay  2%  of  his 
cash  salary  (this  includes  all  pastors,  district  superintendents,  and  men 
under  special  appointment,  which  will  amount  to  about  $3,000.00 
annually). 
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4.  The  remaining  $20,000.00  annually  to  be  raised  through  gifts, 
donations,  and  other  special  efforts  under  the  leadership  of  the  Confer- 
ence, District,  Charge  Lay  Leader,  and  Special  Director  selected  by  them. 

5.  The  Fourth  Sunday  in  October  shall  be  observed  as  Veterans 
Day.

Be  It  Known,  that  on  this  27th  clay  of  the  month  of  September,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty,

missioned and  qualified,  in  and  for  this  City  and  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
therein  residing,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses  hereinafter  named 
and  undersigned. 

Personally  Came  and  Appeared:  T.  E.  McElroy,  J.  C.  Bibbons,  G. 
E.  Zilton,  J.  E.  Brown,  E.  J.  Wise,  D.  L.  Davidson,  C.  E.  Castin,  A.  M. 
Taylor,  P.  M.  Jones,  all  above  the  full  age  of  majority  and  residents  of 
this  City,  constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, created  by  an  act  passed  before  Gabriel  Fernandez,  Jr.,  a  Notary 
Public  in  nad  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  State  of  Louisiana,  on  January 
24,  1911,  duly  recorded  in  the  Mortgage  Office  of  the  Parish  of  Or- 
leans, Louisiana,  in  Book  1811,  and  folio  183,  the  said  appearers  acting 
herein  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  resolutions  adonted  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
held  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1950,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  said  meeting  being  hereunto  annexed  and  made 
part  hereof. 

And  said  appearers  declared  that  at  said  meeting  of  the  annual 
conference  of  said  corporation  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  were 
amended  and  re-enacted,  as  will  appear  from  the  aforesaid  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  said  meeting  attached  hereto,  and  that  they,  said  appearers, 
constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation,  were  duly 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  said  corporation  to  be  embodied  in  a  notarial  »ict. 

Now,  Therefore,  in  accordance  with  said  minutes,  said  appearers, 
acting  in  their  aforesaid  capacity,  having  appeared  before  me,  Notary, 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of  Incor- 
poration of  said  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  authentic  form  by  no- 
tarial act,  do  now  declare  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  said 
corporation  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as 
to  hereafter  be  and  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

ARTICLE  I 

Name 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  Central  Jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE  II 

Principal  Place  of  Business 

Section  1.  The  principal  place  of  business  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  establish  and  maintain  such  other  and  additional  offices  and 
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places  of  business  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  convenient,  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  with  the  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Resident  Bishop. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
conduct  all  business  at  the  place  where  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
held,  within  the  Conference. 

ARTICLE  III 

Objects,  Purposes  and  Powers 

Section  1.  The  objects  and  purposes  of  this  corporation  are  the 
promotion  of  religion,  benevolence  and  learning,  in  connection  and  co- 
operation with  The  Methodist  Church,  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  2.  This  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  necessary,  incident  or  convenient  to  the 
furtherance  and  attainment  of  its  objects  and  purposes;  to  receive  and 
acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  absolute,  in  trust  or  in  any 
other  manner,  real  and  personal  property,  and  to  hold,  use,  invest,  re- 
invest, and  to  sell,  mortgage,  pledge,  assign  and  transfer  such  prop- 
erty, or  any  interest  therein;  and  to  povide  for  the  support  of  retired 
ministers,  connected  with  the  conference,  their  widows  and  dependent 
children. 

Section  3.  This  corporation,  as  the  successor  to  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  shall  have  and  is  hereby  vested  with  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  property,  privileges  and  jurisdiction  heretofore  vested  in  the 
aforesaid  corporation,  subject  to  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the 
Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  4.  This  corporation  shall  have  and  possess  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  immunities,  franchises,  and  exemptions  permitted 
such  corporations  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, as  now  exist  or  hereafter  amended. 

Section  5.  This  corporation  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  au- 
thority to  organize,  incorporate,  establish,  support,  govern  and  control 
educational,  religious  hospitals  and  other  charitable  and  benevolent  in- 
stitutions, and  provide  for  the  representation  and  control  of  the  gov- 
erning bodies  of  such  organizations  and  corporations. 

Sectin  6.  The  power  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Conference  shall  extend 
to  and  include  all  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
located  within  the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  (Central  Jurisdiction),  as  now  or  hereafter  fixed  and 
defined  by  the  General  or  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Management  of  Control — Board  of  Trustees 

Section  1.  The  business  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed,  con- 
trolled and  directed  by  the  regular  or  duly  called  sessions  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church,  by  the  Resident 
Bishop,  and  shall  function  through  the  Board  of  nine  (9)  trustees, 
known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  consist  of  the  persons  elected 
to  said  Board  by  the  Annual  Conference,  as  provided  in  the  Discipline  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  as  it  shall  from  time  to  time  be  declared  and 
established  by  the  constituted  authority,  namelv  the  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 
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Section  2.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  at 
all  times  ministerial  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  min- 
isters of  said  conference,  and  lay  members  shall  be  members  of  The 
Methodist  Church  within  said  conference. 

Section  3.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  three 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one  year;  three  Trustees  elected  for  two 
years,  and  three  Trustees  elected  for  three  years,  at  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence each  year  thereafter  three  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  have  qualified. 

Section  4.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  also  elect  each  year  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  not  within  the  intendment  of  the  Section  of  this  Article,  such 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  Trustee 
whose  position  is  to  be  filled  by  such  election ;  but  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  the  power  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident  Bishop, 
to  fill  any  interim  vacancy  until  the  vacancy  shall  have  been  filled  by 
action  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  5.  Until  the  next  Annual  Conference  in  1951,  the  following 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation,  and  for  the 
terms  set  opposite  their  names:

J.  C.  Bibbons  shall  be  the  Secretary,  and  G.  E.  Zilton  shall  be  Treasurer; 

and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected 

by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  have  qualified ; 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  the  officers  thereof 
and  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  five  (5)  of  their 
number,  which  committee  shall  have  such  powers,  and  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  delegated  to  them  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  by  the  Annual  Conference;  and  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  Chairman,  respectively,  or 
of  any  three  members  thereof,  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  notice  in 
writing,  or  at  any  time  when  all  members  are  present  and  agree  to  meet 
and  transact  business. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  make  full  reports  of  all  business  transacted  by  them  to  each 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  And  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  request. 

Section  9.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  Trustees;  and  a  quorum  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  members. 

Section  10.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
powers  of  governing  and  managing  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
subject  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  will  and 
direction  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
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Section  11.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  management, 
government  and  control  ol  all  Abandoned  Church  property,  and  of  the 
Permanent  Funds  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  consist  of  all  monies 
and  property  heretofore  acquired  by,  or  hereafter  given  to,  or  made 
payable  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  or  any  that  was  formerly 
owned  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  allocated  or  assigned  to 
this  Corporation  by  virtue  of  the  action  taken  in  the  Uniting  of  the 
Churches  above  mentioned;  all  notes,  gifts,  pledges,  obligations,  devises, 
and  bequests  heretofore  made  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  income 
from  the  above  shall  be  for  the  use  and  purposes  set  out  herein. 

ARTICLE  V 

By-Law® 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  power  at  any  Annual  Conference 
to  adopt,  amend  or  repeal  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  these  Articles  of  In- 
corporation, the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Exemption  from  Liability 

The  private  property  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Prelatical  Control 

The  title  to  all  property  of  the  member  churches  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  taken  and  held,  and  are 
hereby  established  as  taken  and  held,  in  the  name  of  such  individual 
church,  in  trust  for  use  and  benefit  of  this  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  subject  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  subject  to  the  ministerial  appointments  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  by  the  Resident  Bishop.  This  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference, exercising  supervisory  authority  over  every  local  church  within 
its  bounds,  does  so  because  of  the  Prelatical  form  of  government  in  and 
through  which  the  Methodist  Church  operates.  By  this  we  mean,  that 
all  local  church  property  held  in  trust  by  local  Boards  of  Trustees,  is 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  parent  body,  the  Methodist  Church.  It  is 
understood  by  all  legal  authority,  that  such  authority  is  resident  in  the 
General  Church,  and  that  the  Methodist  Church  has  this  Prelatical 
control,  along  with  the  Catholic,  the  Protestant  Episcopal,  and  the 
Northern  Presbyterian  Church  bodies,  in  America. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Corporate  Existence 

Section  1.  The  term  for  which  this  corporation  shall  endure  is 
hereby  fixed  at  ninety-nine  (99)  years  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Orleans  Parish, 
subject  to  renewal  provided  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  may  be  sooner  dissolved  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  or  these  Ar- 
ticles of  Incorporation  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Mem- 
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bers  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  the  Discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Discipline 

Section  1.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation,  its  property,  manage- 
ment and  administration  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  Discipline 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  doctrines,  laws,  usages,  customs  and  ministerial 
appointments  of  the  Methodist  Church,  as  from  time  to  time  made  and 
disclosed  by  the  lawful  authority  of  the  Methodist  Church.  All  local 
church  property  is  under  control  of  this  corporation  and  bought  in  the 
name  of  the  Methodist  Church,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  owned  by  the 
Methodist  Church  even  though  a  local  congregation  might  have  been 
successful  in  liquidating  existing  mortgages  on  the  property.  The 
Trustees  obviously  hold  possession  for  the  use  of  persons  who  by  the 
Constitution,  usages  and  laws  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church 
have  a  right  to  the  use  of  such  property. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Trustees  are  liable  to  be  moved  by  the 
congregation  through  the  Quarterly  Conference,  for  whom  they  hold  this 
trust,  and  others  may  be  substituted  in  their  places.  They  have  no  per- 
sonal ownership  or  right  beyond  this,  and  are  subject  in  the  official 
relations  to  the  property  to  the  control  of  the  session  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

Each  local  church  of  this  annual  Conference  is  but  a  member  of  a 
larger  organization  under  a  form  of  government  which  subordinates 
the  smaller  unit  to  the  final  judgment  of  the  larger.

I.     CONCERNING   A   COMPOSITE    REPORT 

A  composite  report,  while  it  takes  cognizance  of  the  work  done  in 
all  of  the  charges  in  a  general  way,  mention  will  not  be  made  in  every 
detail  of  every  charge.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  all  of  the  pastors  on  all 
of  the  district's  have  wrought  well.  We  will  mention  only  the  highlights. 
For  the  financial  reports  see  the  Treasurer's  Report. 

II.     HEALTH,    SICKNESS    AND    DEATH 

Sickness,  and  even  death,  invaded  the  homes  of  some  of  the  pastors 
and  their  families.  Rev.  J.  C.  Calvin  spent  several  weeks  in  the  Vete- 
ran's Hospital.  Dr.  G.  W.  Carter  went  through  an  operation  in  Flint- 
Goodridge  Hospital.  Mrs.  D.  P.  Handy  had  a  slight  operation,  at  Flint. 
Rev.  S.  C.  Walker  was  also  shut  in  for  a  brief  period.  Of  course  Rev. 
W.  M.  Caldwell  has  been  ill  through  the  year,  but  he  had  led  his  district 
to  success.  Through  Divine  Providence,  Rev.  C.  T.  Wethers  was  restored 
to  health  after  several  weeks  in  the  hospital.  The  grim  reaper,  death, 
overtook  the  late  Rev.  Arthur  Robinson,  and  Rev.  O.  C.  Daigle;  both 
were  in  active  relation.  Revs.  J.  D.  H.  Frazier  and  W.  J.  M.  Price,  both 
retired,  also  passed  to  their  reward.  Mrs.  S.  S.  Obee  also  passed.  For  the 
health  of  all  the  ministerial  family  we  thank  Almighty  God,  and  upon 
the  bereaved  we  ask  God's  blessings. 

III.     DIFFICULTIES  ENCOUNTERED  AND  OVERCOME 

District  superintendents  and  pastors  have  this  year  labored  under 
some  difficulties.  Flood  conditions  slowed  down  the  work  in  several 
districts,  the  short  year  had  its  would-be  fears.  Also  it  is  remembered 
that  in  some  of  the  farming  sections,  crops  are  harvested  in  the  fall  of 
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the  year.  With  the  conference  coming-  as  it  did,  worked  some  hardships 
here  and  there,  but  these  strong  men  did  not  look  upon  these  situations 
as  occasions  for  despair,  rather  they  accepted  them  as  challenges  for 
more  strenuous  efforts.  We  did,  however,  in  six  months  what  it  ordi- 
narily takes  twelve  months   to   do. 

IV.     FINANCES 

(a)  Our  Conference  Budget  for  the  year  amounted  to  $30,091.93.  It 
is  with  grateful  pride  that  we  report  that  all  of  it  was  raised  in  full, 
as  follows:

V.  CULTIVATION   IN  MASS  MEETINGS   AND  FAITH   BOOKLETS 

The  finances  reported  are  but  the  results  of  superb  cultivation.  The 
unprecedented  "Mass  Meeting/'  held  in  New  Orleans,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Bishop  Brooks  as  well  as  the  wholesale  study  of  the  Faith 
Booklets,  inspired  the  laymen  and  ministers  of  the  conference  and  they 
went  all  out  for  Advance  Specials  and  other  interests.  About  2,000  of 
the  sets  were  in  use,  and  Study  Groups  were  reported  in  many  of  the 
churches,  which  had  a  telling  effect  upon  the  constituency  and  bore 
much  fruit  financially  and  spiritually. 

VI.  DISTRICT    CONFERENCES    AND    CONFERENCE    INSTITUTE 

District  Conferences  were  held  on  all  districts.  In  several  cases, 
however,  only  two  or  three  days  sessions  were  held.  Reports  were  ab- 
breviated and  the  work  of  the  District  Conference  was  accomplished. 
Increased  interest  also  was  manifested  this  year  in  the  observance  of 
the  "Week  of  Dedication."  The  conference  will  report  its  full  share  to 
the  MCOR. 

VII.  EVANGELISM  AND  THE  ADVANCE 

The  Advance  has  been  felt  also  in  the  realm  of  Evangelism.  Visita- 
tion Evangelism  Week  was  observed  on  several  of  the  districts  with 
much  success.  Evangelistic  fires  have  burned  from  the  pulpits  on  all 
districts  and  an  increase  in  membership  this  year  will  be  the  result. 
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VIII.     CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION    AND    INSTITUTES 

Christian  Education  has  received  special  emphasis  this  year.  The 
report  of  the  Executive  Secretary  will  reveal  this.  Rev.  N.  P.  Perry 
said  in  part:  "There  were  10  Leadership  Training  Schools  held.  Nine 
on  the  sub-district  basis  and  one  on  local  church  level.  Some  59  local 
churches  and  442  workers  were  touched  with  the  program  of  Christian 
Education."    (See   Executive   Secretary's   Report). 

IX.     INSTITUTIONS    AND    SPECIAL    AGENCIES 

Diliard  University  is  jointly  operated  by  the  Methodist  Church  and 
the  American  Missionary  Association  of  the  Congregational  and  Chris- 
tian Church.  It  presents  what  some  call  "America's  most  beautiful 
college  campus.1'  Dr.  A.  W.  Dent  is  President.  In  his  Annual  Report  to 
the  Trustees  he  said  in  part:  "During  1949-1950  we  have  an  attendance 
of  546  students,  coming  from  24  states  and  British  West  Indies  and 
Africa.  The  125  in  the  1950  Graduating  Class  is  the  largest  in  its  his- 
tory. A  full-time  Professor  of  Religion  and  Philosophy  has  been  added 
to  the  faculty  this  year.  A  volunteer  Sunday  School  has  been  set  in  mo- 
tion and  Vesper  services  are  strengthened.  Bishop  R.  N.  Brooks  opened 
the  1950  series.  Six  Religion  and  Philosophy  majors  will  finish  this 
year  and  some  of  these  will  enter  Theological  Seminaries.  The  school 
thanks  the  conference  for  $3,000,  written  in  last  year's  budget,  and 
expresses  the  hope  that  the  appropriation  will  continue. 

People's  Community  Center:  Dr.  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Carter,  Superin- 
tendent and  Social  Worker,  respectively,  closing  their  20th  year  as 
servants  there,  report  that  due  to  litigations,  work  has  been  handicapped 
somewhat.  It  began  operation  in  1922  as  a  special  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions project.  Since  that  time  the  Board  has  invested  $45,874.88  in  it, 
and  the  Community  Chest  has  cooperated  to  the  tune  of  $132,095.60 
The  Board  has  available  $80,000,  with  which  to  build  a  new  and  modern 
Center.  The  litigations  referred  to  was  a  Civil  Suit  that  was  brought 
against  the  Center  by  the  so-called  pastor  and  so-called  officers  of  the 
so-called  "Peoples  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Inc."  illegally  pastored 
by  Rev.  W.  Scott  Chinn.  The  Suit,  however,  was  postponed  indefinitely. 
(See  Report). 

Lafon  Old  Folks  Home:  The  population  of  this  home,  one  of  the 
Community  Chest  agencies  is  going  now  at  full  blast.  It  has  a  popula- 
tion far  above  that  of  the  old  home.  The  new  building  cost  $90,000  and 
houses  110  inmates.  Its  estimated  value  is  $125,000.  It,  too,  is  one  of 
the  Welfare  Agencies  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  Rev.  C.  O.  Greene, 
Superintendent.    (See  his   report). 

Flint-Goodridge  Hospital  is  a  part  of  Diliard  University.  Because 
of  mounting  costs  and  much  free  service,  the  instiution  has  been  oper- 
ating with  a  deficit.  In  recent  months,  Dr.  T.  K.  Lawless,  the  Methodist 
Church  and  the  A.  M.  A.  institutions  have  cooperated  materially  by 
contributions  made  specifically  for  the  support  of  Flint-Goodridge  Hos- 
pital. The  hope  is  that  other  friends  will  sense  the  need  there  and  help. 

Sager  Brown  at  Baldwin:  Under  a  plan  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  the 
local  Board  of  Education  a  rural  Community  Center  is  in  prospect  here, 
where  a  fine  Christian  atmosphere  will  be  maintained.  The  home  will 
continue  here  and  will  not  be  moved  to  New  Orleans  as  once  planned. 
Mrs.   Evelyn  Thomas   is  the   Superintendent. 

X.     CHARTERS   AND  DEEDS   OF   LOCAL   CHURCHES   STUDIED 

The  District  Superintendents  have  tried  to  follow  instructions  from 
the  last  session  of  the  conference  regarding  Charters,  Deeds,  etc.,  of 
the  local  churches.  Several  local  churches  are  in  process  of  writing  new 
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Charters,  and  we  found  that  some  Deeds  are  recorded,  but  they  do  not 
have  the  "TRUST"  clause  as  required.  One  church  mentions  Church, 
but  does  not  indicate  "Methodist  Church."  The  request  is  that  this  study 
be  continued.  (See  the  Amended  Charter  of  the  conference). 

XL     CONFERENCE  CHARTER   NEEDS   REVISION 

A  careful  reading  of  the  Charter  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  found  in  our  Minutes,  will  reveal 
that  it  needs  stengthening.  Several  Charters  of  other  large  conferences 
have  been  studied,  and  the  weakness  of  ours  is  obvious.  Our  recommen- 
dation is  that  the  study  of  Charters  also  include  a  study  of  the  Con- 
ference Charter,  bring  ours  up  to  date  and  drawn  in  the  name  of  the 
Louisiana   Annual   Conference   of  the   Methodist   Church. 

XII.     LAY    ACTIVITIES    AND    DISTRICT    PARSONAGES 

A  very  helpful  influence  is  being  felt  through  the  activities  of  our 
Department  of  Lay  Activities,  led  on  by  the  Conference  Lay  Leader, 
Mr.  J.  R.  Patterson  and  his  worthy  District  and  Associate  Lay  Leaders. 
Much  stress  has  been  placed  upon  Lay  Activities  and  the  observance 
of  the  Week  of  Dedication,  Layman's  Day  and  other  special  features. 
Adequate  support  of  the  ministry  has  been  their  motto.  To  date,  three 
of  the  districts  have  District  Parsonages.  The  movement  is  to  continue 
until  all  five  districts  have  them. 

A  brief  word  seems  necessary  about  the  inception  of  this  idea.  Ac- 
cording to  /Mr.  Patterson,  he  was  able  to  influence  the  leadership  of 
the  Shreveport  District,  then  Monroe  District,  in  1925,  to  make  the  first 
purchase.  He  donated  or  deducted  $500  from  the  market  price  in  order 
to  induce  them  to  buy.  In  1945,  at  Mt.  Zion  Church,  New  Orleans,  dated 
July  15th,  our  Conference  Lay  Leader  introduced  a  Resolution  to  that 
session,  presided  over  by  the  writer's  predecessor  in  office,  Rev.  T.  R.  W. 
Harris,  who  gave  support  and  leadership  to  it.  And  on  Louisiana  Ave. 
today  we  have  a  District  Parsonage  with  an  estimated  value  of  $14,000. 
The  Resolution  was  as  follows:  "To  Rev.  T.  R.  W.  Harris,  District  Su- 
perintendent of  the  New  Orleans  District,  officers  and  members,  I  here- 
by present  this  Resolution,  for  your  approval  for  securing  a  home  for 
the  present  District  Superintendent,  and  the  District  Superintendents 
to  come,  feeling  the  need  for  such  a  home  to  be  known  as  the  District 
Parsonage.  This  movement  coming  under  the  head  of  'Adequate  Sup- 
port' of  the  ministry,  we  feel  that  the  time  is  now  ripe  to  proceed  with 
such  a  movement.  Therefore  we  prayerfully  hope  that  the  body  will 
see  and  grant  our  plea."  Respectfully  submitted,  Yours  in  Christ  for 
the  cause,  J.  R.  Patterson,  Conference  Lay  Leader.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
move  the  adoption,  seconded  by  Mr.  Oscar  Jamison,  and  it  carried. 

Following  this  action,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader  contacted  the  late 
Mr.  H.  O.  Gear,  who  undertook  the  movement  on  the  Baton  Rouge  Dis- 
trict. After  his  death  the  reins  fell  into  the  hands  of  a  worthy  succes- 
sor, Mr.  L.  M.  Johnson.  During  the  administration  of  Rev.  W.  M.  Cald- 
well, the  report  of  Mr.  Johnson  is  that  recently  it  has  been  completely 
paid  for.  It  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $6,500.  The  hope  is  to  convert 
it  into  the  District  Parsonage.  The  Pavement  Bill  has  been  paid  also.

These  ladies  recently  took  over  the 
Loud  Speaking  System,  which  cost  $280.  Mrs.  Flora  Green  is  the  pres- 
ident and  Mrs.  Ophelia  Moore  is  the  secretary. 

Franklinton  is  one  of  the  special  projects,  written  up  and  approved 
as  one  of  the  churches  to  receive  "Advance  Specials."  For  three  years 
it  is  expected  to  receive  $1,000  per  year.  Rev.  L.  A.  Lester  is  here,  and 
some  $2,000  is  reported  on  hand.

St.  Paul,  Shreveport:  Rev.  J.  D.  David,  Pastor,  has  installed  a  new 
roof  on  the  church.  As  the  entertaining  pastor,  he  has  left  no  stones 
unturned  at  making  our  stay  here  pleasant  and  profitable.  Church 
School  membership  increased.  In  all  cases,  he  reported  that  the  claims 
were  met,  and  "His  return  is  asked  for." 
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XV.     MATTERS   OF   SPECIAL   INTEREST 

Trinity  Church,  New  Orleans:  A  careful  check  was  made  concerning 
the  legal  status  of  this  church,  its  charter,  etc.,  and  find  that  the 
Board  had  given  this  church  aid  sometime  ago,  and  photostatic  copies 
of  legal  papers  have  been  secured  by  the  District  Superintendent,  the 
Pastor  and  the  Charge  Lay  Leader.  The  $1,000  Grant  from  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  enabled  the  Rev.  T.  E.  McElroy  and  trustees  to 
complete  the  renovation  program.  The  Board  has  put  into  Trinity  since 
1912  around  $5_.O00. 

Wesley  Church,  New  Orleans:  Rev.  R.  M.  Brown  is  pastor  here,  and 
has  done  a  grand  job.  The  City  of  New  Orleans,  in  order  to  build  a 
Civic  Center,  there  around  Charity  Hospital,  has  bought  Wesley, 
through  the  ''Right  of  ''Eminent  Domain."  They  offered  $18,000  for  it. 
Whereupon,  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks  wrote  the  authorities  as  follows: 
"August  29,  1949,  iMr.  C.  T.  Miller,  337  Carondelet  Street,  New  Orleans, 
La.  Dear  Mr.  Miller:  It  is  my  hope,  as  you  recall  from  our  conversa- 
tion about  this  property,  that  the  City  of  New  Orleans  can  be  led  to 
see  the  importance  of  making  the  purchase  price  of  this  church  gener- 
ous enough  for  the  congregation  to  have  a  comfortable  and  adequate 
building  on  a  pew  site. 

The  people  are  in  a  dither  already  over  the  announcement  that  they 
must  move.  To  acquire  a  new  site  and  erect  a  structure  at  all  compar- 
able with  the  present  church  would,  we  all  know,  run  into  much  more 
than  the  city  would  agree  to  give  them.  I  have  talked  with  a  represen- 
tative of  our  Board  of  Home  Missions,  Church  Extension,  who  is  also 
an  architect  and  builder.  He  tells  me  that  we  will  need  $50,000  to  erect 
a  church  that  would  adequately  house  this  congregation.  However,  if 
the  City  would  allow  $30,000  for  the  property,  we  could  probably  see 
our  way  clear  to  go  forward  and  rebuild."   (unquote). 

The  Quarterly  Conference  received  the  offer  of  $30,000,  which  it 
accepted,  and  these  funds  are  now  in  the  Whitney  Bank,  New  Orleans. 
A  committee  is  at  work,  looking  for  a  new  site. 

The  writer  took  it  up  with  the  city  authorities,  concerning  Wesley, 
and  it  was  thought  that  inasmuch  as  Wesley  has  to  go,  that  our  next 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  might  go  there,  so  as  to  have  a  kind 
of  "Farewell"  service  on  that  spot.  We  wrote  the  City  of  New  Orleans, 
asking  for  time,  before  demolishing  the  building,  so  as  to  hold  that 
session,  and  a  letter  is  in  hand,  which  practically  assures  such.  So  we 
can  go  with  the  Conference's  blessings  upon   Mother  Wesley. 

Peoples  Church:  After  the  decision  last  year  at  Alexandria,  an 
action  concerning  Peoples  Church,  Rev.  A.  M.  Taylor  was  appointed 
there.  However,  Rev.  Taylor,  due  to  the  influence  of  Rev.  W.  Scott 
Chinn,  was  not  allowed  to  gain  entrance  to  the  appointment.  He  pro- 
ceeded to  organize  what  he  called  "THE  PEOPLE'S  METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  INC."  In  answering  the  district  superinten- 
dent's letter,  he  wrote  him  asking  him  not  to  interfere  with  the  Rev. 
Taylor's  assignment,  Rev.  Chinn  wrote  as  follows:  "And  they  instruct 
me  to  say  to  you  and  all  concerned,  that  they  will  not  accept  or  have 
any  further  part  with  the  Louisiana  Conference,  and  does  not  seek  to 
hold  any  relationship  whatsoever  with  it,  and  that  they  will  continue 
to  carry  on  as  their  Charter  provides,  as  an  INDEPENDENT  Church. 
In  fine,  the  Church  now  is  not  in  any  way  a  part  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  and  declares,  that  nothing  that  the  Conference  may  seek 
to  do  is  binding  and  that  they  refuse  to  accept  any  minister  assigned 
by  the  Bishop,  as  pastor,  for  the  reasons  herein  stated."  (unquote). 

He  attempted  to  evict  the  Peoples  Methodist  Community  Leader, 
from  the  property,  and  entered  suit  in  the  Civil  Courts,  but  the  Courts 
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ruled  against  him,  and  he  was  ousted,  and  through  an  Injunction,  he 
and  such  officers  as  he  had  with  him  were  restrained  and  the  church 
is  still  the  property  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  Rev.  Taylor,  however,  has  received  his 
salary  for  the  half  year.  He  also  received  $50.00  per  month  for  house 
rent. 

THE  CONCLUSION  OF  THE  WHOLE  MATTER 

The  above  account  might  well  be  enlarged  upon  if  time  would  per- 
mit. The  questions  present  in  every  inquiring  mind  are  these:  "What 
shall  we  say  to  these  things?"  "How  can  these  things  be?"  "How  does 
it  happen  that  such  marvelous  achievements  have  been  wrought?"  "Who 
is  responsible  for  such  unprecedented  accomplishments?" 

An  answer  to  these  and  others  that  might  be  asked,  can  be  found 
in  an  analogy,  which  seems  fitting  here:  The  marching  hosts  of  Amer- 
ican and  Allied  soldiers  stood  ready  to  make  the  approach  on  the  fate- 
ful "Beachhead  on  Normandy,"  but  down  in  South  Africa  sat  Dwight 
Eisenhower.  These  men  made  the  approach,  but  it  was  an  Eisenhower 
who  mapped  the   strategy,  and   announced   when,   where   and   how." 

While  the  District  Superintendents,  Pastors  and  Laymen  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  have  gone  forward  and  wrote  modern  miracles, 
it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  there  is  a  general  at  631  Baronne  Street, 
New  Orleans,  who  is  indeed  a  general  among  generals.  It  is  he  who 
is  charting  the  course,  drawing  the  blue  print,  furnishing  the  "know 
how,"and  discovering  the  potential  as  well  as  applying  the  dynamic, 
to  rebuild  Gulfside,  to  house  the  aged  in  New  Orleans,  as  they  have  never 
been  housed  before,  to  inspire  the  need  for  some  great  churches  in 
New  Orleans,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  12  Week  School  for  under-priv- 
ileged preachers  for  which  academic  credit  is  given,  so  as  to  fit  those 
who  attend  for  conference  membership.  Others  might  have  said:  "Some- 
thing should  be  done."  But  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks  is  actually  doing 
something  about  it.  Therefore,  we,  the  men  who  are  getting  around 
over  the  conference,  can  and  will  say:  "Louisiana  Methodism  is  on  the 
march."

This  cause  came  on  for  hearing  on  the  rule  nisi  for  a  writ  of  pre- 
liminary injunction  herein  filed  on  March  27,  1950.

When,  after  hearing  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  argument  of 
counsel,  the  matter  was  on  May  11th,  1950  submitted  to  the  Court  for 
adjudication,  and  now  the  Court  considering  the  law  and  the  evidence 
to  be  in  favor  of  plaintiffs,  entitling  them  to  the  injunctive  relief  against 
defendants,  for  the   reasons  this   day   orally   assigned: 

IT  IS  ORDERED  BY  THE  COURT  that  the  rule  for  a  writ  of  pre- 
liminary injunction  herein  filed  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  made  abso- 
lute and,  accordingly:  let  a  writ  of  preliminary  injunction  issue  herein, 
upon  plaintiffs  furnishing  bond  with  good  and  solvent  surety  and  con- 
ditioned as  the  law  directs  in  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00) 
Dollars,   enjoining,   restraining   and   prohibiting: 

(a)  The  Reverend  W.  Scott  Chinn  from  acting  or  purporting  to 
act  as  pastor  of  The  Peoples  Methodist  Church  of  New  Orleans 
and/or  The  Peoples  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  New  Orleans; 

(b)  The  Reverend  W.  Scott  Chinn,  Ernest  T.  Dorsey,  Jr.,  Eddie  Sims, 
Edd.  Fields,  Camille  Davis,  Eugene  Bell,  Willie  Collins,  Peter  Wil- 
liams, DeWitt  Craft,  Josephine  Thornton,  Nellie  Crump  and  Hester 
Quinn,  and  each  of  them,  from  acting  and /or  purporting  to  act 
as  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Church  and/or  The  Peoples  Methodist 
Church  of  New  Orleans  and  as  officers  of  the  Peoples  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  New  Orleans,  and  enjoining,  restraining  and 
prohibiting  them  and  each  of  them  from  hindering  or  interfering 
with  the  duties,  powers,  functions  and  prerogatives  of  the  Reverend 
Amos  M.  Taylor  as  pastor  of  The  Peoples  Methodist  Church  of  New 
Orleans  and/or  The  Peoples  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  New 
Orleans  in  accordance  with  the  rules,  regulations,  usages,  creed 
and  discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 
enjoining,  restraining  and  prohibiting  them  and  each  of  them  from 
interfering  with  the  control  and  management  of  the  property  of 
The  Peoples  Methodist  Church  of  New  Orleans  and/or  The  Peo- 
ples Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  New  Orleans  and  from  inter- 
fering with  the  religious  services  and  meetings  of  those  adhering 
to  the  rules,  regulations,  discipline,  creed  and  usages  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  in  The  Peoples   Methodist  Episcopal   Church   of  New 
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Orleans,  and  from  taking  up  any  collections  or  receiving  any  vol- 
untary contributions  at  church  services  or  other  gatherings  in  The 
Peoples  Methodist  Church  of  New  Orleans  and /or  The  Peoples 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  New  Orleans. 

IT    IS    FURTHER    ORDERED    BY    THE    COURT    that    defendants 
herein  pay   all  costs   of  this   proceeding.
